Oatmeal.— A  general  licence  has  been  issued  which 
allows  the  sale  of  oatmeal,  oat-flour,  and  other  like  pro- 
ducts free  from  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  Oats 
Produce  (Retail  Prices)  Order,  1918.

Cocaine  Cases. 

At  Tower  Bridge  Police  Court,  London,  on  May  17, 
Sapper  H.  J.  C.  Draper,  R.E.,  charged  on  remand  with 
attempting  to  a^lniinister  cocaine  to  a  woman,  and  with 
having  cocaine  in  his  possession  {C.  Ji-  D.,  May  17,  p.  49), 
was  sentenced  to  three  months'  hard  labour.  Mr.' 
A.  H.  M.  Muter,  pubiic  analyst,  giving  evidence,  stated 
.that  2  gr.  of  cocaine  would  be  sufficient  to  kill  a  person. 

At  Marylebone  Police  Court,  London,  on  iVlay  19, 
E.  P.  Col  gan,  describing  himself  as  chief  dispenser  at 
the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital  for  Officers,  Marylebone 
Road,  was  charged  on  remand  with  being  an  unauthorised 
person  having  cocaine  in  his  possession  {U.  D.,  May  17, 
p.  49).  .  He  was  further  charged  with  offering  to  procure 
cocaine  for  Lieutenant  Eric  Frank  Ambrose  Groodwin 
between  November  10  and  26,  1918,  and  witli  selling 
cocaine  to  him  on  February  7  last.  Counsel  for  the  Direc- 
tor of  Public  Prosecutions  stated  that  in  April  1917  the 
Prince  of  Wales  Hospital  had  a  supply  of  seven  1-oz. 
bottles  of  cocaine  in  its  medical  store.  The  normal 
amount  used  would  be  about  1  oz.  a  year.  These  bottles 
remained  in  the  poison  cupboard  until  .January  of  this 
year,  when,  as  an  inspection  was  about  to  take  place,  the 
prisoner  remarked  to  a  young  woman  dispenser  that  the 
cocaine  ought  not  to  be  there,  and  took  away  several 
bottles  of  it.  When,  it  came  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  military  that  Goodwin  was  taking  drugs  he  was 
put  into  communication  with  the  authorities.  Lieutenant 
Goodwin,  giving  evidence,  said  that  when  asked  to  obtain 
cocaine  the  prisoner  remarked  that  it  was  very  expensive. 
He  gave  Colgan  21.  or  3?.  on  account,  and  afterwards 
sent  him  21.  from  Hull,  receiving  a  registered  packet 
containing  a  small  quantity  of  cocaine.  Earlv  in  Novem- 
ber he  received  some  more,  and  at  the  end  of  the  same 
month  the  prisoner  handed  him  a  1-oz.  bottle  partly 
filled  with  cocaine,  for  which  he  paid  him  10^.  On 
February  7  he  bought  some  more  from  him  for  10?.  Defen- 
dant, who  denied  having  supplied  the  lieutenant  with 
cocaine,  was  sentenced  to  five  months*  imprisonment  in 
the  second  division. 

BirmiDgham. 

Some  of  the  seats  for  viewing  the  Royal  procession  on 
May  21  fetched  51.  5s.  each. 

The  current  value  of  an  errand-boy,  judging  from  a 
recent  advertisement  in  the  local  Press,  is  155.  a  week 
of  forty-seven  hours. 

The  painter  of  "  Cocaine,"  the  Royal  Academy  picture 
referred  to  in  the  C.  d-  D.,  May  10,  p.  62,  is  a  Birmingham 
man.  So  far  as  is  known,  he  has  no  association  with 
pharmacy. 

There  is  likely  to  be  a  run  on  "  bleaching  powder," 
which  has  been  recommended  in  the  "  Birmingham 
Mail"  as  an  addition  to  boiling  water  for  certain  domes- 
tic purposes.  Pharmacists  will  know  how  to  correct  this 
statement. 

At  Old  Hill  Police  Court,  on  May  14,  Mark  Woodward, 
commercial  traveller,  was  sentencecl  to  three  months'  hard 
labour  for  embezzling  the  smn  of  20/.  belonging  to  his 
employers.  A.  S.  Price  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing 
chemists,  Blackheath. 

The  meeting  of  employes  on  May  16  (see  p.  65)  was  not 
confined  to  those  engaged  in  retail  pharmacy.  The  gather- 
ing was  a  large  one,  drawn  from  many  neighbouring 
towns  as  well  as  from  Birmingham.    Some  of  the  numerous 
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speakers  displayed  considerable  powers,  but  towards  the 
end  CSir  ^Yilliam  Glyn-Jones  appeared  wearied,  li'  not 
worried. 

Liver  tool. 

Mr.  John  H.  Robinson  i.s  extending  liis  vacation  by 
visits  to  Westmorland  and  Cornwall. 

Tlie  few  pharmacies  vi''hich  recently  changed  hands 
fetched  prices  showing  a  considerable  increase  on  pre-war 
figures. 

The  increased  supplies  of  sugar  for  the  manufacture 
of  syrups  and  cordials  are  appreciated.  Wholesalers  are 
filling  orders  for  summer  beverages. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Saunders  (Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.) 
lias  been  elected  President  of  the  Liverpool  Lyceum. 
This  institution  was  founded  in  1801,  and  has  fine  pre- 
mises in  Bold  Street.  Dr.  Charles  Symes  is  one  of  the 
trustees,  and  has  been  a  proprietor  since  1883. 

jNIany  American  soldiers  who  are  making-  a  tour  of  the 
sights  of  the  city  have  been  noticed  taking  an  interest 
ill  the  former  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Colquitt  Street.  (It  is 
apparently  mentioned  in  some  New  York  publication  that 
they  have  consulted.)  Though  now  devoted  to  another 
business,  its  original  purpose  remains  clearly  defined  by 
the  architectural  featui-es. 

Manchester. 

As  camphor  is  very  dear,  the  demand  for  naphthalene 
is  increasing. 

It  is  arranged  that  Sir  William  Glyu-Jones  will  address 
^Manchester  assistants  on  the  Whftley  scheme. 

Chemists  are  finding  a  decided  slackening  in  business  : 
many  people  are  evidently  saving  up  either  for  their 
liolidays  or  for  Whitsuntide. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Bates,  J. P.,  Brooks  Bar,  has  been  re-elected 
Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Stretford 
District  Council.  It  is  now  practically  a  quarter  of  a 
century  since  Mr.  Bates  took  up  public  work,  and  he  has 
never  been  opposed  in  any  subsequent'  election. 

The  election  of  Mr.  A.  Hershberg,  pharmacist  and 
optician,  as  President  of  the  Manchester,  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  will  be  a  popular  one,  as  he  has  worked  lorg 
and  strenuously  for  his  fellow-craftsmen.  Only  those 
closely  associated  with  him  know  the  services  he  lias 
rendered  as  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

With  the  summer-like  weather  that  we  are  having, 
chemists  who  cater  for  amateur  photographers  are 
having  a  busy  time.  Very  few  can  keep  pace  with  tlie 
demand.  The  manufacturers  have  apparently  not  got  into 
their  stride  yet,  and  it  is  still  extremely  difficult  for 
photographic  dealers  to  get,  adequate  supplies.  Much 
business  is  being  lost  in  consequence. 

Very  few  chemists  will  associate  the  name  of  C.  Brown 
(who  is  mentioned  in  an  article  entitled  "  Notes  on  Man- 
chester Cricket  Clubs"  in  the  "Manchester  Guardian" 
of  May  16)  with  that  of  "Charlie"  Brown,  the  Man- 
chester representative  of  Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd. 
Mr.  Brown  has  just  been  re-elected  captain  of  the 
Broughton  C.C.  Many  old  "  Muterites  "  will  remember 
him  as  captain  of  their  cricket  club  in  1896. 

Stitfiiala. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
would  be  ghid  to  receive  particulars  of  any  serious  delay 
in  the  transport  of  drugs. 

The  news  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Thomas  Dobb,  Ph.C.  (see 
p.  55),  will  be  received  with  s-incere  regret.  Mi'.  Dobb 
was  a  contributor  to  the  local  Society  in  its  earlier  days. 

The  pharmacy  conducted  by  Mr.  ,1.  C.  Gibson  at 
Chapeltown  has  been  in  possession  of  his  f-amilv  for  a 
hundred  years.  Mi.ss  Gibson  is  relinquishing  her  work  as 
postmistress  through  failing  health. 

A  fairly  large  number  of  members  of  the  Sheffield 
Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society  who  are  active 
M'orkers  but  non-proprietors  are  far  from  satisfied  at 
being  refused  the  vote  for  the  Local  Associations  Execu- 
tive, which,  they  maintain,  deals  with  matters  vitally 
affecting  their  interest-s. 


Miscelianeoui)  • 

Pkopcsed  British  Empire  Exhibition. — A  i>esolutior_> 
expressing  the  desirability  of  holding  a  British  Empire 
Exhibition  in  London  in  1921  was  adopted  on  ^lay  20 
at  a  City  gathering  of  business  men  and  representa- 
tives of  the  Dominions.  Lord  Sydenham  intimated  thati 
the  Government  would  be  approached  on  the  matter,  and,, 
with  their  concurrence,  a  committee  would  be  formed  tc> 
undertake  the  organisation. 

Poisonings. — An  inquest  was  held  at  E'ackburn,  oo. 
May  20,  on  the  bcdy  of  Oliver  Surlth,  wood  turner. 
Evidence  showed  that  an  8-oz.  mixture  containing  ^  oz. 
of  sodium  sulphocarbolate  had  been  prescribed  by  Dr., 
Greeves  and  dispensed  by  Mr.  H.  Martin,  chemist  ar.d 
druggist,  Brookhouse.  The  dose  prescribed  was  a  tea- 
spoonful  three  times  a  day,  but  Smith  had  "  kept  sipping 
from  the  bottle.  The  police  surgeon,  who  had  made  the 
autopsy,  estimated  that  ten  times  too  much  of  the  mixture 
had  been  taken.  A  verdict  was  given  in  accordance  with 
the  medical  evidence. — Kate  Henshaw,  typist,  Fishguard,, 
committed  suicide  with  a  poison  not  named  at  the  inquest 
(held  on  May  17),  after  sending  poison  on  two  occasions: 
to  a  man  and  urging  him  to  die  with  her. — At  Londonderi^/ 
a  child  named  Cjreen  died  from  drinking  a  disinfectant 
fluid. 

"  Drug  Union  News." — The  official  organ  of  the  Amal- 
gamated Society  of  Pharmacists,  Drug  and  Chemical 
Workers  (31-33  High  Holborn,  W.C.  1)  now  bears  the  title 
"Drug  Union  News"  "for  short,"  as  the  editor  ex- 
plains : 

jNIen  and  women  have  grown  to  love  our  union,  though 
it  is  not  yet  a  year  old,  and  call  us  the  "  Drug  Union." 
Well,  we  were  christened  a  long  name  embracing  all  our 
godfathers,  but  we  give  a  sigh  of  relief  and  say  "  Yes." 
The  first  article  in  the  paper  deals  with  the  outstandiiig 
question  of  an  Industrial  Council  or  Trade  Board,  and 
tne  opinion  is  given  that  "to  be  effective  all  employes 
should  be  in  a  trade  union,  jireferably  one  which  caters 
solely  for  the  trade,  aiid  employers  should  be  so  associated 
as  to  provide  the  same  security  as  the  Drug  and  Fine 
Chemical  !Manufactiirers'  Association."' 

B.  W.  &  Co.  Sports. — The  rearranged  and  enlarged, 
sports  and  athletic  grounds  of  the  "Wellcome"  Club 
and  Institute,  Dartford,  were  opened  on  May  17  by  Dr. 
Jowett,  manager  of  the  "  Wellcome  "  Chemical  Works. 
The  grounds  comprise  a  football  and  hockey  field,  a 
nine-hole  golf  putting  course,  six  tennis  courts,  a  lawn- 
bowls  green,  and  two  croquet  courts.  Ideal  weather  pre- 
vailed, and  during  the  afternoon  a  number  of  tournaments 
took  "place.  The  various  contests  were  entered  into  with 
great  enthusiasm  and  elicited  keen  .competition.  After 
an  interval  for  tea,  which  was  served  on  the  lawn,  the 
sports  were  resumed  and  subsequently  dancing  took  place 
on  the  orchard  lawn,  which  had  been  tastefully,  decorated 
and  illuminated.  An  excellent  musical  programme  was 
provided  by  St.  Vincent's  Band.  The  festivities  con- 
c'.uded  with  the  pi-esentation  of  prizes  to  the  winners 
of  the  tournaments  by  Mrs.  Jowett. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. — During  the  hearing  of 
an  action  in  Bloomsbury  County  Court,  London,  on 
May  19,  Judge  bray  said  that,  according  to  a  public 
analyst,  whose  name  had  been  mentioned,  "salad  oil  is 
a  vegetable  oil,  and  it  is  not  necessarily  olive  oil.  It 
originally  meant  olive  oil,  but  gradually  other  vegetable 
oils  have  been  used."  The  action  was  the  outcome  of  a 
case  in  which  Walton,  Hassell  &  Port,  Ltd.,  grocers, 
had  been  fined  for  selling  a  mineral  oil  as  salad  oil.  They 
now  recovered  44/.  10^.  from  Mr.  Brice,  New  Broad 
Street,  E.G.,  for  breach  of  contract. — In  his  latest  quar- 
terly report,  Mr.  J.  F.  Liverseege,  Ph.C,  analj'st  for 
Birmingham,  states  that  two  samples  of  ground  liquorice- 
rcot  contained  14.4  per  cent,  of  ash  (of  which  9.0  per  cent, 
was  sandy  matter),  and  the  matter  soluble  in  water  only 
amounteci  to  5.6  per  cent.,  so  that  the  drug  was  almost 
worthless.  Microscopic  examination  showed  the  presence 
of  a  proportion  of  stone  cells,  which  are  foreign  to  genuine 
liquorice-root.  The  vendor  was  prosecuted  for  the  formal 
sample,  and  his  expert  witness  made  no  attempt  to  dis- 
prove the  analysis,  but  stated  that  the  drug  was  mucb 
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rinore  used  for  veterinary  purposes  tlian  for  human  use, 
-and  the  magistrate  dismissed  the  case.  Under  the  Sale  of 
Food  an<l  Drugs  Act,  "food"  is  limited  to  human 
food,  but  there  is  no  such  limitation  with  regard  to  the 
term  "  drug."  In  two  samples  of  camphorated  oil,  sesame 
oil  had  been  used  instead  of  olive  oil.  The  vendors  were 
^[jrosecuted,  but  the  summonses  were  withdrawn,  as  the 
ilecorder  quashed  the  conviction  of  a  vendor  who  last 
^ear  sold  a  sample  of  camphorated  oil  prepared  with  23 
per  cent,  of  a  liquid  paraffin.  A  sample  of  compound 
liquorice-powder  contained  starch  in  place  of  sugar,  but 
a  summons  taken  out  in  this  case  was  als(^  withdrawn. 

Ix  THE  Courts. — At  Aberdare  Police  Court,  on  May  14, 
<C.  E.  Perkins,  trading  as  the  Imperial  Veterinary  Medi- 
■cine  Co.,  Bristol,  was  fined  100?.,  with  the  alternative  of 
three  months'  imprisonment,  for  overcharging  on  the  sale 
'of  a  ton  of  dairy  meal. — ^At  Rotherham,  on  May  14,  a  lad 
aged  eleven  was  charged  with  stealing  the  sum  of  111. 
from  the  shop  of  jNIr.  Frank  Bingham,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Masbro'  Street.  Evidence  showed  that  71.  6s.  Zd. 
of  the  money  had  been  recovered  fifter  being  buried  in  a 
garden.  The  lad  was  bound  over,  three  boys  to  whom  he 
had  given  presents  were  ordered  to  pay  costs,  and  the 
various  parents  were  ordered  to  refund  the  missing 
amount. — At  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  on  May  16,  George  Roy 
Fortune,  medical  practitioner,  was  fined  50^  for  having 
disobeyed  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  re- 
quiring the  notification  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum.  It  was 
stated  that  his  attention  was  called  to  a  discharge  from  the 
•eyes  of  a  baby  girl,  that  he  failed  to  notify  the  case,  and 
that  the  child  became  blind.— At  Tower  Bridge  Police 
Court,  London,  on  May  16,  Leo  J.  F.  Leopold,  Avenue 
Terrace,  Westcliff,  described  as  of  no  occupation,  was 
remanded  on  bail  on  a  charge  of  stealing  221.  3-s.  8(/. 
belonging  to  his  employers,  James  Pasca-ll,  Ltd.,  wholesale 
confectioners,  Blackfriars  Road,  S.E.  It  was  stated  that 
the  company  had  paid  the  accused  51.  a  week  to  manage  a 
welfare  fund  for  the  benefit  of  their  employes. — At 
Marylebone  Police  Court,  London,  on  May  19,  Robert 
Payne,  herbalist,  Third  Avenue,  Queen's  Park,  W.  10, 
was  fined  51.,  with  3/.  3.?.  costs,  for  selling  morphine  as  an 
ingredient  in  a  bottle  of  medicine  without  labelling  the 
bottle  with  the  name  of  the  article,  the  word  "Poison," 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller. — At  the  Central 
Criminal  Court,  London,  on  May  20,  William  Hall, 
accountant,  pleaded  "  GuMty "  to  forging  and  uttering 
cheques  for  126?.  15.9.  and  52?.  lOs.,  purporting  to  be  signed 
by  Mr.  F.  J.  Lovegrove,  managing  director  of  Charles 
Page  &  Co.,  chemical  manufacturers  and  merchants,  Kino- 
William  Street,  E.C.  [C .  <b  Z>.,  May  10,  p.  48).  Previous 
convictions  dating  back  to  the  year  1895  having  been 
proved.  Hall  was  sentenced  to  three  years'  penal  servitude.

Scottish  News. 


Brevities. 

IMoney  is  scarcer  throughout  Scotland. 

The  Vinolia  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
prompt  issue  of  a  revised  perfume  price-list  dated  May  12. 

It  is  understood  that  Lord  Leverhulme  has  purchased 
the  greater  part  of  the  island  of  Harris,  which  is  con- 
nected to  his  estate  of  Lewis  by  a  narrow  isthmus. 

The  fall  in  the  price  of  paraffin  wax  will  be  a  severe 
blow  to  the  Scottish  mineral  oil  companies.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  the  decrease  will  mean  a  loss  of  600,000?.  per 
annum. 

In  informal  conversations,  a  uniform  overtime  charge  of 
6f?.  a  call  is  favoured.  It  would  then  be  seen  whether 
more  than  about  5  per  cent,  of  night  calls  and  Sunday 
purchases  are  necessary. 

Among  the  samples  of  drugs  analysed  in  Stirlingshire 
during  the  past  quarter  were  three  of  cream  of  tartar,  two 
of  which  were  found  to  contain  respectively  28  and  27 
parts  of  arsenic  per  million. 

The  dispensing  of  a  Norwegian  prescription,  not  long 
ago,  by  a  Scottish  chemist  who  does  not  cut  prices,  elicited 
the  information  that  his  charges  were  considerably  lower 
than  those  obtaining  on  the  Continent.

When  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  was  interested  in  the  Bill  of  1908,  he  gave  them 
a  great  deal  of  support,  and  helped  them  in  every  way  he 
possibly  could ;  and  he  (Mr.  Wells)  knew  that  for  many 
years  he  had  the  greatest  possible  sympathy  with  pharmacy 
in  Ireland. 

Mr.  Beggs  said  that,  as  an  old  friend  of  Sir  William 
Glyn-Jones.  he  wished  to  second  the  resolution. 

Dr.  Walsh,  supporting,  said  it  had  been  his  privilege  to 
be  ill  London  with  Mr.  Wells  in  connection  with 
Parliamentary  matters;  and  Sir  Wm.  Glyn-Jones  never 
spared  himself  where  there  was  any  possibility  of  doing 
them  a  service.  In  his  services  to  the  P.A.T.'A.  and  the 
C.D.A.  he  had  probably  conferred  greater  benefits  on 
pharmacists  generally  than  any  other  man  living. 

Mr.  W.ATSON  said  he  had  been  in  London  and  had  to  see 
Sir  Wm.  Glyn-Jones ;  and  in  conveying  his  personal  con- 
gratulations he  thought  he  might  offer  also  the  congratula- 
tions of  the  Council.  But  he  was  sure  Sir  Wm.  Glyn-Jones 
would  be  glad  to  receive  the  formal  congratulations  of  the 
Council  as  well.  He  had  always  been  extremely  ready  to 
do  anything  that  he  could  for  them  when  they  had  gone 
to  see  him.  They  were  particularly  indebted  to  him  in 
connection  with  the  work  that  he  did  when  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Act  was  being  considered  ;  and  though  it 
did  not  apply  to  Ireland  eventually  so  far  as  medical  bene- 
iits  were  concerned,  a  solidarity  had  been  established  at  that 
time  amongst  pharmacists  the  effect  of  which  had  con- 
tinued. _  There  were  a  couple  of  items  on  the  agenda  in 
connection  with  which  they  would  have  an  opportunity 
of  learning  that  Sir  Wm.  Glyn-Jones  bad  even  recently 
been  of  additional  service  to  them. 

Mr.  Lancashike,  J.P.,  associated  himself  very  heartily 
■  with   the  congratulations. 

The  President  said  he  had  very  great  pleasure  in  asso- 
ciating himself  with  the  vote  of  congratulation.  No  one 
Siad  done  more  for  pharmacy  than  Sir  Wm,  Glyn-Jonos, 
and  he  thought  that  a  high  honour  had  been  done  to  phar- 
macy in  the  honour  that  had  been  bestowed  upon  him. 

The  resolution  was  passed  unanimously. 

Abmy  Dispensehs. 

The  Registrar  (Mr.  A.  T.  Ferrall)  submitted  a  letter  from 
Tlie  War  Office  with  regard  to  Army  Council  Instruction 
No.  8  of  1919,  which  deals  with  the  classification  and  em- 
ployment of  pharmacists  and  dispensers. 

Mr.  Watson  said  that  was  one  of  the  things  that  they  might 
to  some  extent  thank  Sir  Wm.  Glyn-Jones  for.  He  (Mr. 
Watson)  had  seen  him  and  pointed  out  to  him  some  matters 
m  connection  with  the  druggists'  qualification,  whicn 
strengthened  his  hand  in  moving  the  Army  authorities. 
Lnfortunately,  to  some  extent  tnese  Ihino-s  weri'  not  lefei-red 
to  the  Council  or  to  the  Ptiarmaceutical  Society,  even  when 


their  licentiates  and  druggists  were  concerned.  He  under- 
stood that  wlien  the  first  instruction  was  made  it  was  not 
referred  to  Sir  Wm.  Glyn-Jones,  but  that  subsequently, 
at  his  suggestion,  tho  alteration  which  the  Council  sug- 
gested was  made. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Wells  said  ho  also  thought  that  it  was  to  the 
great  efforts  of  Sir  Wm.  Glyn-Jones  that  the  advances  which 
had  been  made  in  the  Army  Service  were  due.  He  had 
read  recently  that  one  pharmacist  had  got  oommissionod 
rank  in  the  Navy.  That  looked  as  if  other  matters  would 
advance  too.  They  had  got  a  little,  and  probably 
Sir  Wm.  Glyn-Jones  would  not  stop  until  he  got  coiti- 
missioned  rank  for  others.  It  was  very  satisfactory  that 
they  had  got  as  much  as  they  had. 

The  PRESIDENT:  It  is,  indeed. 

MiNisTKY  OF  Health  Bill. 

Tho  Registrar  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Shaw,  stating  that 
he  was  desired  by  the  Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland  to 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  his  letter  of  April  30,  relative 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  Bill,  and  to  say  that  the  repre- 
sentations of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  would 
be  carefully  considered. 

The  Pkesident  said  that  the  delegation  appointed  to 
wait  on  the  Attorney-General  were  asked  to  apply  to  the 
Chief  Secretary.  The  Chief  Secretary  was  too  much 
engaged  to  receive  a  deputation,  but  he  asked  them  to  put 
their  views  before  him  in  writing.  They  had  done  that. 
They  met  in  the  Council-room  and  drew  up  a  letter,  which 
they  submitted.  The  letter  the  Registrar  had  road  was 
the  reply  to  their  communication. 

The  letter  of  April  30'  to  the  Chief  Secretary  was  as 
follows  : 

SiE, — Ee  Ministry  of  Health  Bill.  With  reference  to 
your  letter  of  the  17th  iiist.,  I  have  the  honour  to  state 
that  I  am  instructed  by  the  President  and  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  in  view  of  the  pro- 
bable passing  of_  the  above  Bill  and  its  application  to 
Ireland,  to  submit  their  views  with  reference  to  the  utili- 
sation of  ijharmaceutical  chemists  for  the  efficient  carrying 
out  of  the  Act. 

The  Pharmacy  Act  of  1875  was  passed  in  order  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  public  for  a  properly  trained  body 
of  men  to  dispense  medicine  and  to  ensure  a  proper 
supply  of  medicine  of  standard  quality. 

The  practice  in  Ireland  is  for  the  physician  to. prescribe 
and  for  the  pharmaceutical  chemist  to  dispense,  so  that 
the  two  branches  of  the  profession  are  quite  distinct. 

The  physician  is  not  necessarily  trained  in  pharmacy, 
and  relies  on  the  chemist  to  procure,  supply,  and  guarantee 
the  medical  and  surgical  appliances  he  prescribes. 

The  licentiates  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  to 
undergo  an  apprenticeship  of  four  years  in  practical 
pharmacy  and  special  training  in  chemistry,  materia 
medica,  and  botany,  and  pass  a  searching  examination  to 
qualif3''  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 

Besides  i.lie  dispensing  of  medicines,  there  is  the  neces- 
sity of  guaranteeing  that  all  drugs  and  chemicals  con- 
form to  the  standards  laid  do\\n  by  the  British  Pharma-' 
copoeia.  The  medical  profession,  with  its  ever-increasing 
demands,  has  no  opportunity  of  giving  attention  to  these 
matters,  and  it  is  consequently  necessary  that  a  properly 
trained  body  ■  of  pharmacists  should  be  available  to  do 
such  work.  In  the  matter  of  appointments  of  compounders 
of  medicine  to  hospitals  and  dispensaries  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Local  Government  Board,  this  principle  is 
recognised,  as  these  positions  can  only  be  held  by  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  or  apothecaries.  It  is  also  recognised 
under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  and  the  Army 
authorities  have  now  completed  a  scheme  whereby  the. 
dispensing  of  medicines  and  control  of  supplies  are  in 
the  hands  of  pharmacists.  It  is  generally  admitted  that 
the  community  has  benefited,  nnd  that  the  public  funds 
have  been  conserved,  by  the  efficient  service  rendered  by 
pharmacists  in  the  dispensing  of  medicines  and  the  con- 
trol of  medical  supplies. 

My  Council  desire  to  see  an  efficient  Health  Service 
established  in  Ireland,  and  with  that  object  in  view  they 
deem  it  necessary  that  a  representative  of  pharmacy 
should  be  on  the  Irish  Public  Health  Council,  who  would 
be  in  a  position  to  advise  and  assist  in  regard  to  every- 
thing relating  to  pharmaceutical  service. 

My  Council  are  of  opinion  that  the  importance  of  the 
proper  supplv  of  medical  and  surgical  requisites  justifies 
them  in  asking  th.nt  provision  should  he  made  in  the 
Bill  for  the  inch'sion  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  on 
the  Irish  Public  Health  Council.

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Mr.  Watson  asked  wbethei-  tliey  should  wait  indefinitely. 
The  Bill  was,  ho  said,  in  its  second  reading  in  the  House 
of  Lords.  If  the  Chief -Secretary  did  not  reply  stating  that 
he  waa  granting  their  request;  were  they  going  to  let  it 
slide  at  that  ? 

The  Phesident  :  I  think  he  has  power,  if  lie  agrees  to  do 
so,  to  give  us  one  appointment  at  any  rate. 

Mr.  Watson  said  what  they  asked  was  that  by  the  Statute 
they  should  have  a  representative  on  the  Public  Health 
Council,  and  that  his  appointment  should  not  be  merely  a 
permissive  one  to  he  made  by  the  Chief  Secretary. 

The  President  said  he  was  afraid  it  was  too  late  to  do 
that  now.    The  Bill  had  gone  too  far. 

Peoposed  Medical  Parliamentaey  Committee. 

The  Registrar  submitted  a  letter  from  the  Medical  Par- 
liamentary Committee  inviting  delegates  to  a  Conference 
held  at  the  Central  Hall,  Westminster,  on  May  2,  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  the  best  method  of  constituting  a 
permanent  Medical  Parliamentary  Committee. 

The  President  explained  that  as  there  was  no  naeQting 
of  the  Council  between  the  date  on  which  the  invitation 
had  been  received  and  the  date  on  which  the  Conference 
was  to  be,  held,  after  having,  consulted  one  or  two  jnembers 
of  the  Council,  he  had  asked  Mr.  Watson  to  undertake  the 
duty  of  going  to  London  and  representing  them  at  the 
Conference;  and  Mr.  Watson  had  been  kind  enough  to 
do  so.  . 

Mr.  Watson  reported  that  as  a  result  of  his  attendance 
at  the  Conference  he  had  ensured  that  in  the  event  of  the 
Committee  being  formed  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  would  be  represented  on  it. 

Sanitary  Institute  Congress. 

The  Registrar  submitted  an  invitation  from  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute  inviting  delegates  to  a  Congress  to  be 
held  at  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  from  July  28  to  August  2. 
Dr.  Barnes  was  nominated  to  attend. 

Ph.C.  Diploma  Destroyed. 

The  Registrar  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  W.  M.  Keys, 
M.P.S.I.,  stating  that  his  Ph.C.  Diploma  was  destroyed  in 
a  fire  at  27  Falls  Road,  Belfast,  and  asking  to  be  supplied 
with  a  copy. 

The  letter  was  referred  to  the  Law  Committee.

That  Pharmaceutical  Licence  Examination  Regulatioii 
No.  1,  in  so  far  as  it  requires  the  Preliminary  examination 
to  bo  passed  prior  to  the  four  years'  service  at  pharmacy, 
shall  not  apply  to  any  person  submitting  proof  of  having 
served  with  his  Majesty's  Forces  within  the  period  1914- 
1919. 

He  said  the  motion  spoke  for  itself.  They  had  consi<Jercdi 
whether  they  could  do  anything  to  benefit  those  who  had 
been  serving  King  and  country ;  and  they  had  decided  to- 
allow  those  who  had  not  passed  their  Preliminary  examina- 
tion prior  to  their  service  to  do  so  now. 

Dr.  Walsh  seconded. 

Mr.  Lancashire.  J. P.,  also  spoke  in  favour  of  giving 
facilities  to  demobilised  men  similar  to  those  given  to  thom 
in  Great  Britain. 

The  President  explained  that  the  interests  of  demobilised 
men  were  being  looked  after  by  the  Society's  representatives- 
on  the  Ministry  of  Labour  Board  in  Dublin  and  in  Belfast.

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Association  Affairs. 


Banff.— A  meeting  of  the  BnnfTshii-o  Pharmacoutioal 
Association,  to  which  all  assistants  and  apprentices  in  the 
county  were  invited,  was  held  at  Banit  on  May  W,  Mr. 
Pirie  (Keith)  presiding.  It  was  agreed  to  send  congratula- 
tions to  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones.  Final  figures  regarding 
the  Drug  Fund  of  the  area  for  the  year  1918  are  not  yet 
available,  but  .a  deficit,  about  100^.,  due  to  epidemic  illness, 
appears  inevitable.  The  Insurance  and  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  have  the  matter  in  hand.  Tlie  question  of  an 
Industrial  CouncLl  for  the  drug-trade  v^as  dealt  with  by 
the  Secretary;  and  the  employes  present  nominated  Mr. 
James  Ettles  (Keith)  as  interim  Secretary.  The  Scottish 
Pharmaceutical  Federation  was  considered,  and  the  feeling 
of  the  meeting  was  strongly  in  favour  of  such  a  body  for 
the  furtherance  of  trade  interests.  A  Committee  of  seven 
members  was  appointed  to  take  appropriate  action.  The 
proposed  by-law  relating  to  the  registration,  as  chemists 
and  druggists,  of  assistants  to  apothecaries  met  with  severe 
criticism,  and  a  resolution  was  passed  calling  for  fuller 
information  justifying  such  an  apparently  retrograde  stop. 
The  sum  of  108?.  lbs.  has  been  collected  in  aid  of  the  War 
Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund. 

Cardiff.— A  meeting  of  the  Cardiff  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion was  held  on  May  15,  the  President  (Mr.  A.  S.  Johnson) 
in  the  chair.  The  letters  from  the  Minister  of  Health  to 
Cardiff's  Parliamentary  representatives,  in  response  to  the 
notice  of  Mr.  Joseph's  resolution  re  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health,-  were  read  {C.  J:  ]).,  April  5,  p.  64),  showing  sym- 
pathy with  the  request.  The  President  then  informed  the 
meeting  that  he  and  Mr.  Harden  had  met  the  Cardiff 
Education  Committee  with  the  idea  of  establishing  a  iuU- 
time  course  of  study  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  ex- 
aminations. There  ^^as  how  every  possibility  of  the  course 
being  successfully  started.  The  Committee  had  promised  a 
minimum  of  350Z.  a  year  to  .a  suitable  teacher.  Mr.  Joseph 
then  spoke  of  his  being  on  the  Interviewing  Board  for 
Cardiff.  There  were  many  prospective  pharmacy  students 
among  demobilised  men,  and  many  of  these  could  bo 
directed  to  study  at  the  Cardiff  College.  The  Sub-Com- 
mittee, appointed  at  the  last  moeting  to  inquire  into  the 
need  of  extra  provision  for  after-hour  dispen.=ing,  considered 
the  present  service  was  quite  adequate.  Mr.  Joseph  said 
he  would  bring  the  matter  up  again  at  a  future  date,  when 
a  satisfactory  way  of  working  a  rota  could  be  arrived  at. 
The  President,  who  had  been  the  Association's  delegate  at 
the  recent  Local'  Associations  Confeicnoe,  then  reported 
what  had  taken  place.  Mr.  Joseph  explained  that  the 
50  per  cent,  increase  it  was  decided  to  press  for  under  the 
National  Plealth  Insurance  Act  practically  amounted  to 
the  same  rate  of  pav  as  the  flat-rate  fee  of  6fZ.  would  have 
done.  Mr.  Eason  then  stated  a  wish  to  reorganise  the 
buying  section.  It  was  decided  to  form  a  small  Sub-Com- 
mittee which  could  decide  as  to  what  wnis  best  to  be  done. 
The  following  were  elected  to  serve:  IVfessrs.  Easou.  J.  D. 
Jenkins,  F.  Lea,  H.  J.  Davies,  J.  iNIurray,  J.  Purves, 
D.  Brims,  together  with  the  President  as  Secretary.  The 
President"'  then  spoke  of  the  difficulty  experienced  lately  of 
getting  goods  from  the  Railway  Company,  and  recommeneled 
that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Cardiff  Chamber  of  Commerce 
asking  them  to  take  the  matter  up.  TJie  President  con- 
gratulHed  Mr.  Hagon  on  his  return  unopposed  to  the 
Council. 

Dublin. — A  Committee-meeting  of  the'  Dublin  and  Pro- 
vincial Retail  Drusr  Association  wa-s  held  on  May  14,  Mr. 
John  Smith  (President)  in  the  cliair.  The  following  were 
also  present :  Messrs.  A.  J.  Barnes,  R.  ,T.  Savage,  Robt. 
Mellon,  Victor  E.  Hanna,  George  Brown,  Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh, 
Josiah  R.  IMiddleton,  W.  Smitli.  R.  White,  W.  H.  Boyd, 
and  Robert  J.  Kidney  (Secretary).  A  large  number  of 
price  changes  and  the  Treasurer's  report  were  submitted 
and  approved.  Sundry  accounts  also  were  passed  for  pay- 
ment. The  Secretary  had  communicated  with  the  AVhole- 
saJe  Druo'H'ists'  Association  with  reference  to  the  sale  of 
Elliman's  Embrocation,  and  the  Committee  were  nleased  to 
note  that  the  action  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  was  unanimously  approved  of.  The  Secretary 
was  d°sircd  to  notify  members  of  the  withdrawal  of  all 
War  Emergency  Formulse,  and  any  prena ration  now  sold 
which  does  not  comply  with  the  official  B.P.  standard 
renders  the  vendors  llabl'^  to  prosecution.  A  resolution 
^vas  passed  suersresting  to  the  Ene-lish  and  Scottish  Associa- 
tions that  a  minimum  profit  of  Tii^  per  cent,  be  allowed  on 
all  patent  medicines  and  pronrietary  articles,  and  it  was 
aereed  that  Mr.  Hanna  should  draft  a  circular  for  con- 
sideration by  the  Committee.  The  new  j>rice-list  will  shortly 
be  issued  to  members. 


Halifax. —As  an  addition  to  our  report  of  the  Halifax 
Chemists'  Association  {C.  tD  D.,  May  17,  p.  63),  Mr.  Sutcliffe 
(Hon.  Secretary)  sends  us  the  following :  With  reference 
to  the  present  campaign  respecting  the  large  num- 
ber of  unprofitable  patent  medicines  at  present  on  the 
market,  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  is 
dubious  about  the  policy  of  a  national  boycott.  I  beg,  there- 
fore, to  place  before  the  local  Associations  of  Great  Britain, 
through  the  medium  of  The  Chemist  and  Detj&gist,  tho 
following  suggestion  framed  by  a  prominent  member  of, 
and  backed  by,  the  Halifax  and  District  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion. In  order  to  find  out  whether  or  not  a  national  boycott 
would  be  a  success  let  us  have  a  vote  of  all  chemists  and 
druggists  in  business,  the  following  questions  to  be  asked  : 

1.  Are  you  in  favour  of  a  national  boycott  of  all  patent 
medicines  showing  less  than  20  per  cent,  gross  profit  on 
tho  turnover,  as  shall  be  enumerated  by  tho  P.x\.T.A.  ?_ 

2.  Shoulel  a  majority  decide  in  favour  of  No.  1,  will 
vou  join  in  the  boycott  even  thbugh  you  may  have  voted 

iMo? 

If  th3  P.A.T.A.  have  not  enough  funds  to  carry  out  the 
circularising,  let  them  ask  for  a  few  subscriptions.  We'll 
do  our  humble  share.  We  earnestly  ask  the  oo-operation  of 
local  Pharmaceutical  Associations  throughout  the  British 
Isles. 

Iiancasblre  Co.— "  Notes  on  the  Conference  of  Local 
Association  Delegates,"  written  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Snell,  Accring- 
ton,  is  tho  title  of  a  report  which  is  being  sent  to  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Lancashire  County  Pliarmaceutio;il  Association 
by  the  Secretary  (jMr.  W.  I.  Scholes).  The  circular  reviews 
the  work  of  the  Conference,  and  ends  as  follows  :

Many  reputations  will  be  made  and  lost  at  future  Con- 
ferences, and  the  speaker  who  can  hold  his  own  there 
can  rest  assured  of  a  symiiathetic  audience  anywhere.

Kancbester.  —At  a  Council-meeting  of  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  held  on  May  14,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Nidd  (President)  in  the  chair,  Mr.  A.  Hershberg  gave  an 
interesting  account  of  the  recent  Conference  in  London. 
The  President  expressed  tlie  Council's  thanks  to  Mr.  Hersh- 
berg. The  election  of  the  following  officers  for  the  forth- 
coming session  was  then  proceeded  with  :  President,  Mr.  A. 
Hershberg;  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs.  J.  H.  Nidd,  J.  Cle- 
worth  :  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  J.  Pidd;,ifo«.  Secretary,  Mr. 
T.  Miller;  Librarian,  INIr.  A.  L.  Blain.  Delegates  to  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  were  appointed.  Mr. 
W.  Kirkby,  M.Sc.  (a  Manchester  man),  is  President  of  tho 
B.P.C.  this  year.  Tlio  retiring  officers  were  thanked  for 
their  services,  Mr.  Pidd  being  particularly  mentioned  for 
the  work  he  had  done  in  connection  with  the  War  Auxiliary 
Benevolent  Fund. 

Mancbester  Assistants.  -The  new  President  of  the 
Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association  (Mr.  A.  Hershbei'g) 
has  offered  a  special  prize,  value  21s..  in  connection  with  the 
competition  announced  in  last  week's  issue  of  the  C.  d:  D. 
(p.  63). 

Middlesex.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  Middle- 
sex Pharmaceutical  Association,  hold  on  May  14,  Mr. 
Herbert  Skinner  (President)  in  tin-  chair,  a  report  was 
presented  on  the  recent  .Conference  of  Local  Association  Dele- 
gates, and  satisfaction  expressed  a<;  Ihe  increaseel  represen- 
tation accorded  to  London,  in  spite  of  the  antagonism  mani- 
fested by  various  provincial  delegates.  Delegates  were 
appointed  to  attend  the  forthcoming  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference. 

Salford.  —The  anr.ual  meeting  of  the  Salford  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  was  held  on  May  6.  Mr.  Harrop  (Pre- 
sident) in,  the  chair.  The  Secretary  r^ad  the  annual  report. 
Membership  had  increased  during  the  session,  and  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  monej'  had  been  raised  for  the  War 
Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund.  The  Treasurer's  report  also 
was  satisfactory.  A  new  by-law  was  passed  enabling  the 
Association  to  elect  honorary  members.  The  following 
officers  were  efected  :  President  and  Secretary,  Mr.  Davison: 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Harrop ;  Assistant  Secreiari/.  Mr.  Bell- 
ringer.  Messrs.  Jones  and  Dyson  were  nominated  to  the 
Council  in  place  of  Messrs.  Cuttiford  and  Dyson,  who  had 
resigned.  Mr.  Simmons  then  gave  an  excellent  report  of 
the  Local  Associations  Executive  meeting  in  London. 
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Soutbend-on-Sea.— A  meeting  of  the  Southend-on-Sea 
Association  of  Pharmacists  was  held  on  May  15,  Mi-.  R.  H. 
Shields  (President)  presiding.  I'he  question  of  a  summer 
session  was  considered,  and  it  was  decided  to  call  only  gucli 
meetings  as  might  be  essential.  A  Sub-Committee  (Messrs. 
Lee,  Hill,  and  Body)  \\  as  appointed  to  arrange  for  a  summer 
■outing.  The  Chairman  made  sympathetic  reference  to  the 
'death  of  Mr.  Atkins,  and  a  resolution  was  carried  request- 
ing the  Secretary  to  convey  the  congratulations  of  the 
members  to  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones.  Mr.  Body  reported 
on  the  happenings'  at  the  Local  Associations  Conference.  Ho 
referred  to  the  Southend  resolutions,  .all  of  which  were 
accepted  with  very  slieht  modification.  The  President  then 
introduced  Mr.  Jenkin  (member  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society),  who  addressed  the  meeting  on  Pharma- 
ceutical Dead-'Endx.  He  dealt  with  the  claims  of  the  craft 
to  the  full  control  of  national  dispensing,  briefly  outlining 
the  subject  historically  and  showing  the  necessity  fo'r  legisla- 
tion, both  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  general  public 
and  for  the  protection  of  those  whom,  by  their  training  and 
service,  h6  considered  the  best  custodians  of  the  public 
safety.  He  referred  to  the  monopoly  of  the  sale  of  poisons 
which  was  given  to  chemists  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and 
thought  that  more  might  Jiave  been  made  of  it.  -After  a 
detailed  explanation  of  the  use  of  the  title  "  Chemist,"  he 
dealt  with  the  subject  of  dispensing  by  medical  men,  and 
suggested  that  a  more  com2ilete  training  and  stringent  test 
of  capacity  is  necessary  for  those  doctors  who  undertake  the 
work.  The  concomitant  subject  of  counter  prescribing  is 
equally  thorny,  and,  even  if  agreement  be  come  to,  the  fence 
of  legislation  has  still  to  be  surmounted.  Mr.  Jenkin  then 
dealt  with  the  educational  side  of  the  question.  The 
Govei-nment's  proposals  on  the  subject  are  being  closely 
watched  by  the  Council,  and  it  seems  probable  that  a  school- 
leaving  certificate,  granted  to  scholars  of  t^econdary  schools, 
will  take  the  place  of  entrance  and  matriculation  examina- 
tions for  all  the  universities  and  learned  pro'essions.  The 
condition  of  nharmacy  in  Army,  Navy,  and  -  under  other 
Government  Departments  was  then  described,  and  dealing 
with  the  proposed  new  by-law  to  comply  with  the  con- 
ditions laid  down  in  the  Act  o^  19PH  M'-.  .Tpj-^kin  explained 
the  reasons  which  bad  led  the  Council  to  assent  to  it. 
Sincerely  deplorinq-  the  necessitv.  he  wns  couvirced  that  no 
ijrogress  by  legislation  is .  possible  until  and  unless  such  a 
by-law  becomes  onerative :  its  one  redeeming  feature  is  its 
limited  %cor>e.  Observations  on  the  purely  trading  side  of 
pharmacv  followed,  and  JNTr.  Jenlcin  then  reported  on  the 
results  of  the  Confere-^co  witli  reference  to  the  reorganis-ition 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  speaker  then  explained 
the  position  with  reg.^rd  to  the  advantage  o'  the  proposed 
Industrial  Council,  referring-  briefly  to  the  War  Auxiliarv 
Benev;olent  Fund,  the  resolutions  undo'-  Trade  ;'nd  National 
Health  Insurance,  and  the  results  whi'ch.  would  accrue  to 
the  appointment  of  a  Minister  of  Health.— At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  address,  Mr.  Lee  protested  aerainst  Recom- 
mendation III.  of  the  Local  Associations  Executive  Com- 
mittee (only  retail  proprietor  pharmacists  to  be  admitted 
to  membership  of  local  Associations),  and  the  following 
resolution  was  passed  : 

That  this  Association   strongly  protests  against  the  ex- 
clusion of  non-employer  pharmacists  from  membership 
of  local  Associations,  which  formerly  coniferrecl  the  right 
to .  vote    for    representation.      It    would    urp-e  upon 
the  Society  the  desirability  of  puttinT  into  operation  with- 
out delay  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Local  Associations 
■Conference  ("  That  it  is  desirable  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Tx)cal  Associations  become  branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
^Society,    and  membership  of  the  local  Association  con- 
ditional upon  membership  of  the  Society").    Further,  it  is 
the  opinion  of  this  Association  that  bv  coriTertin?  exist- 
ing local  Associations  into  branches  'of  the  Society  no 
exclusion  of  non-employer  members  will  be  necessary  for 
the  purpose  of  comprehensive  pharmaceutical  ors-anisa- 
tion,  and  it  will  establish  a  workina-  basis  for  carrying  out 
the  proposed  scheme  for  territorially  electing  the  Council, 
yt  also  considers  such  branches  are  indispensable  frtr  carry- 
;ng  out  the  administrative,  educational,  protective  and 
disciphnary  policy  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
A   di_scuss;on     followed,    in    which     Mr.    Hevwood  made 
caustic  references  to  certain  advei-^iseiT^nts  in  the  "Situa- 
tions Vacant  "  columns  of  the  "  Daily  Telegraph,"  and  to  the 
exemption  from  jury  service  allered' to  be  enioved  by  phar- 
maceutical chemists,  which  he  found   so  dlffieult  to'  induce 
certain  coroners  to  admit.    A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded 
to  Mr.  Jenkin.

Exhibition  of  French  Products. 


An  exhibition  of  optical,  chemical,  and  perfumery  products 
of  French  mauufiaccure  wliicn  is  likely  to  interest  pharma- 
cists was  opened  at  the  Office  Oonimi-rcial  Fran^-'-iis  en  Angle- 
terre,  lc3  yueen  Victoria  Street,  London,  on  Atay  19,  by 
M.  d.  Periur,  Consiii-Genoral,  Attache  Commercial  at  the 
French  Embassy.  It  will  remain  open  until  June  5.  At  a 
luncheon  following-  th£>  opening  ceremony  it  was  explained 
tnac  tne  object  ot  the  exnibition  was  to  improve  the  trade 
relations  of  the  two  countries,  and  so  enable  France  to 
obtain  the  means  of  paying  for  the  British  goods 
she  requires.  The  reason  why  chemicals,  perfumes, 
and  optical  .articles  were  selected  was  because  an  Inter- 
Allied  Chemical  Association  had  been  organised  to  render 
the  resptctive  countries  independent  of  German,y ;  perfumes 
d^  not  compete  in  any  way  with  the  products  of  this  country  ; 
■and  the  manufacture  of  optical  goods  had  not  yet  been  sufh- 
cientl,v  well  developed  in  Britain  to  render  ker  independent 
The  display  of  optical  goods  (there  are  thirteen  exhibitors) 
illustrates  the  progress  made  in  the  industry.  Among  those 
showing  this  class  of  goods  is  A.  &  E.  Deeaisme  (whoso  ex- 
hibit is,  under  the  charge  of  an  English  pharmiacist)  ;  the 
SociETE  DES  LuNETiEES  have  also  a  large  exhibit.  Binoculars 
and  opera-glasses  are  in  abundance.  The  infinite  variety 
and  attractiveness  of  the  pel-fumery  preparations  prove  that 
Franco  has  forgotten  nothing  of  the  art  she  introduced  into 
this  busiiKss  before  the  ,  war.  Roger  &  Gallet  (whose 
London  address  is  14  Poland  Street,  London,  W.)  have  a 
small  showcase  of  some  of  their  characteristic  lines.  Marcei, 
France  is  showing  sprays  and  perfumes.  P.  Henry  et 
FiLS  offer  toilet  powder  in  addition  to  scents.  Maison  Robix 
has  an  assortment  of  puffs.  Kitzingee  Feeres  are  display- 
ing several  sizes  and  st,vlES  of  perfume  sprays,  toilet-jars, 
scent-bottles,  etc.  Stand  27,  Levy,  has  a  capital  show  of 
brilliantiues,  concentrates,  and  cosmetics,  etc.,  suitable  for 
"  own-name  "  specialties.  L'obeal  Henna  preparations  arc 
on  the  sjcond  floor.  Prices  range  from  3s.  bd.  to  5-s.  6c?.,  and 
stocks  are  carried  by  several  wholesale  houses.  Other  ex- 
hibitors (thore  are  sixteen  in  this  group)  are:  Dei.lettbez  ; 
Gabilla;  Parfumiceie  Gfeldy:  Parffmerie  IIeea  ;  Agnel  : 
Feret  Frehes  ;  Paefums  D'Orsay  ;  Ernest  Coty.  In  the 
Chemical  'S  ction  the  Anslo-French  Drug  Co.,  Ltd. 
(Labo'-'utoir.^s  Nalines),  show  Galyl,  ampouks  of  Hectine 
and  Hectiirgyre  in  two  strengths.  The  Societe  Des  Ppo- 
DriTS  Chimiqpes  Coi^.inet  have  a  stand  of  a*fcw  aromatic 
compounds  (dichlorobe'.izen-^,  chlorobenzen..^  dinitropheiiol. 
etc.),  and  also  ferrous  sulphato^  hvpo,"  etc.  Lambert 
Riviere  is  showing  bichromates,  sulphoc-,vanides,  ■  ferro- 
cvanides,  phosphates,  etc.  Coignet's  Gelatin  is  also  ex- 
hibited. A  showcase  is  devoted  to  Larochette's  Realgine, 
stated  to  be  a  capsicum  wool. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Corrs  ::iondent) 


RE3rLT=;  OF  THE  RiOT. — During  the  riot  in  Pari*  on 
Labour  Day  (May  1),  the  plate-glass  windows  and  shop- 
front  of  the  large  pharmacy  situated  at  the  corner  of  the 
Boulevard  de  Strasbourg  and  Rue  de  la  Fidelite  wore 
baldly  daniiigrd. 

LiALSON  CiFFiCERS. — During  the  latter  part  of  the  war  a 
"Chemical  Liaison  Service"  existed  between  the  British 
and  French  Armies,  and  Royal  Engineers'  officers  were 
stationed  at  the  Paris  iSchool  of  Pharmacy,  where  some 
very  interesting  chemical  war  research  work  took  place. 

Demobilised  Students. — The  problem  of  assisting  de- 
mobilised pharmacy  students,  to  make  up  for  lost  time,  is 
engaging  ths  serious  attention  of  the  French  educational 
authorities.  One  proposal  is  that  classes  shall  be  held 
durina-  the  summer  months,  July-October — ^the  time  of  the 
annual  vacation. 

The  Death  is  announced  of  Dr.  Paul  Carlos,  assistant 
professor  at  the  Bordeaux  Mixed  Faculty  of  Medicine  and 
Pharmacy,  corrcspondins-  member  of  the  Paris  Societ,v  of 
Pharmacy  and  the  Academy  of  Medicine.  His  works  on 
the  tartaric  derivatives  of  wine  are  well  known.  He  has 
written  also  on  cinchona,  vanilla,  and  other  subjects. 

The  First  of  May.— On  May  1  the  "  Prenarators " 
(Assistants'  Trade  LTnion),  like  most  similar  bodies,  voted 
a  general  suspension  of  work,  and  the  Paris  edition  of 
the  "  New  York  Herald  "  gravely  announced  that  even 
urgent  proscriptions  would  not  bo  dispensed  that  dav.  Such 
a,n  extremist  idea  was,  of  course,  not  carried  out.  Probably 
little  real  business  was  done,  for  few  people  wore  about, 
public  vehicular  tryffic  being  aitircly  suspended.

Legal  Reports* 


Weights  and  Measures  Act.— At  Oxford,  on  May  9, 
Mr.  T.  J.  A.  K.  Burbank,  chemist  and  druggist,  56  South 
Parade,  was  summoned  for  breaches  of  the  Weights  and 
ii'Jeasures  Aot,  1878.  He  pleaded  "  Not  guilty."  it  was 
stated  d'or  the  prosecaition  that  tlie  inspector  had  found  on 
the  premises  a  weight  wdricli  was  false,  and  five  glass  mea- 
sures and  eleven  small  weights  which  were  not  stamped  as 
required  by  ' law.  Mr.  Walsh,-  defending,  said  that  Mr. 
Burbank's  dispenser  had  to  join  the  Army,  and  in  his 
place  the  defendant  secured  a  woman  dispenser  who  had 
Djen  at  a  hospital.  She  left  in  December,  and  since  that 
time  the  deftndant  discontinued  the  dispensing  at  that 
branch,  as  the  present  assistant  did  not  understand  dis- 
pensing and  making  up  prescriptions.  Defendant,  giving 
evidence,  stated  that  during  the  war  ho  had  a  woman  dis- 
penser at  the  Summertown  branch,  who  used  the  scales 
in  question.  Since  she  left  in  December  they  had  not 
been  used.  They  easily  got  out  of  order.  The  measures 
and  weights  were  similar  to  photographic  weights,  which 
required  no  stamps. — Cross-examined  :  He  did  photographic 
business.  The  Mayor  said  that  a  technical  offence  had 
been  committed.    A  fine  of  10s.  was  imposed. 

Sponge  Dispute.— lu  the  City  of  London  Court  on 
May  15,  before  Judge  Athcrley-J  ones,  K.C.,  Mr.  Hiarold 
Marouson,  trading  as  the  National  Sponge  Co.,  77  Minories, 
claimed  bl.  16s.  bd.  for  42  lb.  of  sponges  supplied  to  the 
defendants,  A.  Bennett  &  Co.,  Carver  Street,  Old  Tnaffiord, 
Manchester.  The  Judge  said  the  defendants  had  written  to 
the  Court  admitting  the  delivery  of  sponges,  but  saying 
that  they  were  worthless.  Why  had  the  plaintiffs  not  su-td 
in  Manchester?  The  plaintiff  said  the  order  was  I'eceivod 
by  him  in  London.  Defendants  asked  for  a  sample,  subse- 
quently giving  an  order.  The  Judge  said  the  defendants 
further  complained  that  they  ordered  28  lb.  of  sponges  at 
3s.  per  lb.,  whereas  plaintiffs  Imd  sent  42  lb.  The  plaintiff 
explained  that  the  sponges  came  to  him  in  bales  of  100  lb. 
each,,  and  that  he  only  sold  half-bales,  which  accounted  for 
the  defendants  getting  42  lb.  of  sponges.  The  Judge  added 
that  the  defendants  said  that  the  sponges  were  of  inferior 
quality,  and  quite  useless  to  their  customers.  Plaintiff  said 
that  was  only  when  he  asked  for  payment.  They  sent  the 
defendants  second  quality  sponges,  and  not  third  quality, 
as  alleged.  Tlio  Judge :  He  says,  "  Sliall  we  return  them 
for  replacement?  "  Then  you  write  back  and  say  that  the 
sponges  are  as  good  as  the  sample,  ajid  that  you  have  sent 
.woond  quality  and  not  third  quality  goods.  You  also  said 
that  you  had  sold  the  balance  to  O'Brien.  Thomas  &  Co.  for 
a  higher  price  than  the  defendants  were  paying,  and  that 
the  sponges  would  ha.ve  sold  elsewhere  at  5s.  per  lb.  If  the 
defendants  would  not  take  the  trouble  to  attend  Court  all 
he  could  do  was  to  give  judgment  for  the  plaintiff,  with 
costs.

Mr.  Waterson  on  May  15  asked  the  President  of  the 
Local  Governmtnt  Board  whether  registered  medical  practi- 
tioners .are  debarred  from  treating  venereal  diseases  by  other 
remedies  than  those  now  recommended  by  tho  Government. 

Dr.  Addison  replied  :  The  answer  is  in  the  negative. 
Loss  OF  Business. 

The  Minister  of  Laljour  (Sir  R.  Horne)  stated  in  tho 
House  of  Commons  on  May  20  that  in  cases  of  serious  hard- 
ship arising  from  military  service  the  Civil  Liabilities 
Department  is  authorised  to  provide  financial  assistance  for 
the  purpose  of  enabling  demobilised  officers  and  men  to 
restart  businesses  which  have  been  closed  while  the  owners 
have  been  serving  with  liis  Majesty's  Forces. 

Import  of  Olive  Oil. 

On  May  19,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  Sir  Charles  Hanson, 
M.P.,  asked  tho  Presidtnt  of  the  Board  of  Trade  whether, 
in.  view  of  the  further  consideration  he  promised  to  extend 
to  the  import  of  olivo  oil,  he  is  now  able  to  state  whether 
licences  have  been  or  can  be  more  freely  granted,  thereby 
reducing  the  high  price  per  ton  of  this  imported  commodity, 
■and  enabling  textile  manufacturers  to  compete  against 
foreign  trade. 

Sir  Auckland  Geddes  replied  :  A  general  licence  has  now 
bean  issued  for  the  importation  of  olive  oil. 

The  Silvertovvn  Explosion. 
Mr.  James  Hope,  Parliamonta'  y  Secretary  to  the  Ministry 
of  Munitions,  stated  on  May  19  thiat  the  total  sum  paid  to 
tliird  parties  as  compensation  for  damage  by  the  Silvertov.'ii 
explosion  of  January  19,  1917.  to  large  factories  in  the 
neighbourhood  is  1,043,161/.  The  amount  paid  in  compen- 
sation to  the  relatives  of  those  who  lost  their  lives  in  the 
explosion  is  15,900?.,  and  to  those  who  were  injured  14,534/. 
The  two  last  amounts  have  been  calculated  on  the  basis 
of  the  compensation  which  would  have  been  payable  if  the 
Ministry  had  been  legally  liable  under  the  Workmen's  tI!om- 
pensation  Act,  1906. 

Bee  Disease. 

Mr.  W.  Nicholson  asked  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  to 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  on  May  15  whether  he  can  give, 
for  the  information  of  beekeepers,  the  names  of  the  two 
drugs  mentioned  on  page  7,  Leaflet  No.  253.  published  by 
the  Board  of  Agriculture,  on  the  Isle  of  Wight  bee  disease; 
and  where  these  drugs  can  be  obtained  and  how  they 
should  be  applied. 

Sir  A.  Boscawen  replied  that  the  two  drugs  referred  to 
are  not  mentioned  specifically  in  the  leaflet  because  their 
use  has  not  gone  beyonel  the  experimental  stage.  The 
Board  is  therefore  not  yet  in  a  position  to  recommend 
these  drug'i5  for  general  use. 

Income  Limit  op  National  Insurance. 
Sir  Joseph  Davics  asked  the  President  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  on  May  15  whether  he  is  aware  that 
largo  numbers  of  non-manual  workers,  after  paying  in- 
surance for  years,  are,  as  a  result  of  the  depreciation  in 
money  values,  now  excluded  from  insurance  benefits,  and 
whether  lie  will  take  steps  to  alter  this  by  introducing  a 
Bill  to  raise  the  income  limit  fixed  by  the  Act  of  1911 
at  160/.  a  year  for  non-manual  workens  to  a  figure  which 
will  represent  at  to-day's  money  values  the  value  in  1911  of 
160/. 

Major  Astor,  who  replied,  said  the  matter  referred  to  is 
under  the  immediate  consideration  of  the  Government. 

Cost  of  the  War. 
Mr.  Chamberlain,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  stated  on 
May  20  that  after  making  the  allowance  usrtally  taken  for 
r'ormal  peace  expenditure  on  the  one  hand  and  for  debts 
due  from  the  Dominions  and  Allies  on  the  other  hand,  and 
after  taking;  account  of  other  Vote  of  Credit  assets,  the 
net  cost  of  tlie  war  to  the  Exchequer  of  the  United  Kingdom 
up  to  March  31  la«t.  on  the  basis  of  Exchequer  issues  during 
the  five  years  ended  March  51  last,  may  bo  estimated  in 
round  figures  at  6,700,000,000/.  .  These  figures  are  exclusive 
of  liabilities  in  respect  of  the  war,  accruing  after  March  31, 
and  of  losses  to  private  citizens,  localities,  and  trades  in  so 
far  as  these  losses  have  not  been  made  good  out  of  the 
Exchequer. 

British  Trade  Policy. 
The  National  Union  of  Manufacturers  (writes  ovir  Parlia- 
mentary  Correspondent)  is  convening  a   mass  conference 


of  British  manufacturers  on  May  30  at  tho  Central  Hall, 
Westminster,  for  the  pui-pose  of  making  urgent  representa- 
tions to  the  Government  that  the  present  widespread  un- 
employment and  the  vast  sums  that  are  being  paid  for 
unemployment  are  largely  due  to  the  uncertainty  as  to  the 
future  economic  policy  of  the  country,  and  the  absence  of 
any  definite  steps  for  the  prevention  of  dumping  and  tho 
protection  of  key  or  essential  industries  in  fulfilment  of  tbe 
promise  maele  by  the  Government  at  the  General  Election. 
Mr.  G.  Terrell,  M.P.  (President  of  the  Union),  will  occupy 
the  chair,  supported  bv  Sir  Edward  Carson,  M.P,,  Mr. 
Neville  Chamberlain,  M.P.,  jMr.  6.  Balfour,  M.P.,  and 
ethers. 

Shortage  of  Medicine-bottles. 
On  May  2,1,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  Mr.  Spencer  asked 
the  Presidtnt  of  the  Board  of  Trade  whether  he  is  aware 
that  the  retail  chemists  of  Nottinghamshire  are  experiencing 
a  shortage  of  medicine-bottles;  whether  such  shortage  is  due 
to  his  Department  insisting  upon  bottle-makers  exporting 
75  per  cent,  of  their  output ;  and,  if  so,  what  steps,  if 
any,  he  proposes  to  take  to  secure  a  sufficient  supply  for 
home  use. 

Mr.  Bridgeman  replied :  I  am  aware  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  medicine-bottles,  which  is  duo  to  a  large  extent 
to  shortage  of  coal  and  labour  for  their  manufacture. 
British  makers  are  not  required  to  export  any  portion  of 
their  output,  and  the  actual  exports  at  the  present  time 
are  very  small.  Importation  is  being  allowed  at  the  rate 
of  50  per  cent,  of  the  imports  of  1913. 

Apothecaries'  Assistants. 

On  May  21,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  Sir  Harry  Brit- 
tain  askeel  tho  Lord  Privy  Seal  whether  any  steps  are  being 
taken  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  to 
make  any  by-laws  under  Section  4  \h)  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  admitting  apothecaries'  assistants  to 
tli3  Registers  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists  and  Chemists 
and  Druggists;  and,  if  so,  whether  the  by-laws  referred  to 
have  been  already  agreed  to  by  the  Privy  Council,  or  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval. 

Dr.  Addison  replied  :  I  am  informed  that  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  May  6  read  a  first  time  a 
draft  by-law  under  Section  4  (h)  of  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act,  1908,  admitting  certain  certified  apothecaries' 
assistants  to  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists.  Under 
Ills  Charter  of  the  Society  a  new  by-law  requires  to  be 
confirmed  "by  three  meetings  of  the  said  Council,"  after 
which  it  is  submitted  to  the  Privy  Council  for  approval. 

Nitrogen  Compounds. 

Mr.  Grattan  Doyle  on  May  15  asked  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  whether  he  is  aware  of  the  recent 
results  of  chemical  research  demonstrating  that  nitrogen 
compounds  can  be  procured  from  the  atmosphere :  whether 
at  present  our  supply  of  nitrate  is  entirely  imported  from 
foreign  countries;  and  whether  it  is  his  intention  to 
encourage  tho  homo  manufacture  of  nitrate  by  the  new 
methods  discovered,  thereby  freeing  us  from  dependence 
on  foreign  countries  and  developing  what  it  is  hoped  may 
become  a  great  new  industry  in  this  country. 

Mr.  Bridgeman  replied :  The  answer  to  the  first  two 
parts  of  the  question  is  "  Yes."  As  regards  the  last  oart  of 
tho  question,  the  whole  matter  has  been  considered  by  a 
strong  Committee  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Munitions, 
which  has  just  reported.  I  am  not  at  present  in  a  posi- 
tion to  make  any  statement  as  to  any  further  Government 
action  in  the  matter. 

Gold  for  Dentists. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  May  15  Mr.  Cautley  asked 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Excliequer  whether  he  is  aware  that, 
owing  to  the  stoppage  of  the  release  of  gold  for  dental 
purposes,  the  price  of  golel  to  dentists  has  gone  up  from 
the  pro- war  price  of  66s.  bd,  to  the  present  price  of  85s.  bd. 
per  oz. ;  and  whether  he  can,  in  the  public  interest  and  to 
secure  cheaper  dentistry,  revert  to  the  old  practice  of 
reloa^iing   gold  for  dental  purposes. 

Mr.  Br'dgeman,  replying  for  the  Board  of  Trade,  said: 
Tho  dental  industry  was  supporteel  during  1917  and  1918 
antl  until  last  month  by  a  snecial  issue  of  gold  from  tho 
Bank  of  England.  In  view,  however,  of  the  fact  that  fine 
gold  is  now  obtainable  on  tho  open  market  at  about  103s. 
per  oz. — i.e.  at  a  considerably  lower  price  than  durins 
the  greater  part  of  the  periotl  in  question,  and  that  it  is 
likely  to  become  cheaper  upon  the  conclusion  of  peace  in 
conseciuence  of  the  recent  removal  of  restrictions  on  the 
import  of  gohl  bullion,  the  Government  do  not  see  their 
way  to  sanction  further  release  of  gold  for  the  purposes 
of  this  inelustry. 
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Ministry  of  Health  Bill. 


The  report  stage  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Bill  was  taken 
in  the  House  of  Lords  on  May  20.  After  the  question  of 
Consultative  Councils  had  been  raised,  Lord  Bledisloe 
moved  a  new  clause  as  follows  : 

'i'he  Minister  shall  have  power  to  institute  such  pro- 
ceedings as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  compliance  with 
the  law  relating  to  the  sale  and  advertisement  of  any 
patent,  secret,  or  proprietary  remedy  or  appliance. 
He  said  he  considered  this  an  important  matter,  and  again 
referred  io  the  recommendations  of  the  Select  Committee 
on  Patent  Medicines,  from  which  it  transpired  that  the 
lawT  to  a  very  large  extent  provided  for  the  protection  of 
these  many  imfortunate  people  who  were  purchasing,  on 
the  strength  of  fraudulent  advertisements,  all  sorts  of  quack 
and  sometimes  poisonous  drugs  and  suffering  in  health 
thereby,  but  that  no  Department  considered  it  to  be  its 
special  duty  to  institute  a  prosecution.  The  result  is  that, 
although  a  remedy  exists  at  law,  no  one  in  any  Government 
Department  see.ns  to  care  to  put  the  law  in  force.  He 
believed  there  is  a  Jegal  maxim,  Vhi  jus,  ihi  rcmcdium — 
Where  there  is  a  right,  there  is  a  remedy.  But  surely  this 
is  a  case  where  that  maxim  does  not  apply,  and  it  is  with 
the  object  of  rendering  it  applicable  that  he  moved  his 
amendment. 

Viscount  Sandhurst  sympathised  with  the  mover  of  the 
amendment,  but  said  that  the  more  the  matter  is  con- 
sidered the  more  difficult  and  complicated  it  is  found  to 
be.  In  regard  to  these  matters  there  are  concerned  the 
Local  Government  Board,  the  Customs  and  Excise,  the  Privy 
Council,  the  Post  Office,  and  the  Home  Office.  The  amend- 
ment proposes  that  the  Minister  shall  have  power  to  insti- 
tute such  prosecutions  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce 
compliance  with  the  law  relating  to  the  sale  and  advertise- 
ment of  any  patent  medicines,  and  so  on.  That  is  tlie  law 
as  it  stands,  and  no  now  power  is  proposed  in  the  amend- 
ment. iSo  far  as  the  Local  Governn;cnt  Board  is  concerned 
the  new  Minister  will  take  over  powers  and  duties  which 
will  include  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  but 
proprietary  medicines  are  specifically  excluded  from  the 
Act.  As  regards  the  Customs  and  Excise,  they  prosecute 
for  ibreaches  of  the  law  in  connection  with  stamp  duty, 
including  vendors  of  patent  medicine.  But  that  is  a  revenue 
matter  which  must  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Revenue 
authorities.  Then  the  Privy  Council  is  indirectlv  concerned 
in  connection  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  whicli 
Society  prosecutes  for  the  illegal  sale  of  poisons,  and  not 
the  Privy  Council.  The  Post  Office  prosecutes  in  matters 
including  the  vendors  of  patent  medicines  and  also  for  the 
sending  of  indecent  matters  through  the  post.  That  is  a 
matter  of  Post  Office  administration  which  cannot  be  trans- 
ferred to  another  Department.  The  Home  Office  may 
receive  complaints,  but  it  is  the  business  of  the  aggrieved 
person  or  the  local  nolice  to  prosecute,  and  for  these  pur- 
1X)ses  the  local  police  are  not  imder  the  Home  Office. 
Nothins:  can  be  eflfeoted  so  Jong  as  the  law  remains  un- 
changed, but  the  Public  Prosecutor,  in  grave  crises,  is  at 
the  service  of  any  Denartment.  W'ith  these  complications 
and  interminerling  of  Departments  it  is  really  not  the  will 
of  the  new  Minister  so  much  as  the  possibility  of  effecting 
anything  with  the  law  in  its  present  state,  while  accept- 
ance of  the  amendment  miffht  suggest  hopes  and  intentions 
which  it  would  be  impossible  to  materialise.  Tlie  first 
thing  is  to  get  the  law  into  order. 

Viscount  Haldane  said  the  answer  was  not  satisfactory. 
A  private  person  in  this  country  is  looked  unon  to  prose- 
cute, but  in  Scotland  the  case  is  different.  Here  we  have 
a  state  of  Jaw  about  patent  medicines  which  is  in  many 
respects  very  unsatisfactory.  The  law  will  have  to  be  put 
into  order  and  extended.  But  still  there  is  a  great  deal 
already  on  the  Statute  Book  which  could  be  enforced,  and 
which  ought  to  be  enforced,  but  which  is  not  enforced 
because  no  6ne  has  sufficient  interest  to  do  it.  The  public 
is  not  sufficiently  interested.  The  poor  people  who  buy  the 
pill*  and  other  things  believe  in  them,  but  the  police  know 
nothinsr  and  care  nothing.  As  no  other  Departments  will 
move  in  the  ma/tter,  what  more  natural  than  to  leave  it 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  enforce  the  law? 

yiarl  Desart  said  the  Public  Prosecutor  feels  strone-ly  the 
evils  flowing  from  these  offences.  Surelv  if  something  of 
this  kind  were  put  in  the  Bill  it  would  be  possible  for  the 
Minister,  on  a  complaint  being  made  to  him.  to  distinguish 
what  class  the  offence  was  in  and  to  set  the  proper  Depart- 
ment in^  motion.  He  was  rather  chary  of  saving  that  all 
these  things  should  go  to  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecu- 
tions, because  he  knew  that  from  the  nature  of  things  hi? 


work  is  increasing  and  will  increase,  and  he  was  not  sure 
that  in  Customs  or  Post  Office  cases  he  is  the  right  person 
to  prosecute.  He  thought  if  you  concentrate  the  starting 
of  prosecutions  in  the  Ministry  there  would  be  no  difficulty 
in  continuing  them  under  the  proper  Departments. 

Lord  Stuart  of  Wortley  characterised  Viscount  Sand- 
luirst's  answer  as  the  "  swan  song  of  laisscz  faire,  the  final 
defence  in  the  last  ditch  of  the  system  under  -which  nothing 
on  earth  gets  done." 

Lord  Sydenham  said  the  vendor  of  quack  medicines,  when 
successful,  goes  very  far  to  defeat  the  object  of  the  Health 
Minister.  People  wha  dose  themselves  wdth  Dr.  Williams' 
Pink  Pills  for  Pale  People  are  not  likely  to  take  the 
remedy  which  will  cure  them,  and  as  the  Committee  shows 
that  these  pills  do  no  harm  to  anybody,  it  is  certain  that 
they  do  not  do  any  good.  In  these  cases  there  is  money  in 
it,  because  very  large  profits  are  made  b.v  fraudulent  adver- 
tisements, and  the  time  has  come  to  put  an  end  to  that 
state  of  thing.s. 

Viscount  Knutsiord  said  he  had  seen  tragedies  happen 
from  the  scandalous  results  of  the  sale  of  patent  medicines. 
It  is  quite  impossible  for  women  who  have  gone  to  a  certain 
class  of  quack  to  take  upon  themselves  the  duty  of  prose- 
cuting the  man  who  has  injured  them. 

The  Lord  Cliancellor  said  he  was  satisfied  that  the  diffi- 
culties of  dealing  with  the  matter  by  means  of  this  par- 
ticular amendment  have  been  imperfectlj-  appreciated.  It 
is  by  no  means  an  advantage  that  ,vou  should  duplicate  the 
instruments  of  prosecution.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  an  extra- 
ordinary waste  of  energy  and  an  extraordinar.v  violation 
of  those  rules  in  the  direction  of  enforcing  greater  economy. 
The  machinery  of  prosecution  in  this  country  is  extra- 
ordinarily complicated  and  extraordinarily  costly,  but  he 
did  not  believe  it  is  so  inefficient  as  some  of  the  speakers 
had  suggested.  The  real  truth  is  this:  if  the  Minister  of 
Health  is  directed  to  undertake  the  responsibility  for  these 
prosecutions,  one  of  two  things  will  happen — either  the 
new  Minister  will  come  to  the  Attorney-General  and  say. 
"  We  want  a  new  legal  staff ;  we  want  counsel  and  solicitors, 
who  will  be  members  of  our  staff  and  will  make  themselves 
lesponsible  for  these  prosecutions."  The  second  course  is 
that  thev  w  ill  go  to  the  existing  prosecutors  and  the  Director 
of  Public  ProsecutioTis,  and  sa.v,  "  Under  the  policy  of  this 
Bill  we  desire  you  to  prosecute  on  our  behalf."  The  ulti- 
mate judge  of  any  prosecutions  of  the  slightest  importance 
must  be  the  Attorney-General.  You  cannot  have  two  people 
in  this  country  responsible  for  decisions  as  to  whether  or 
not  there  shall  be  a  prosecution.  If  convenient,  he  woidd 
make  this  proposal — ^that  between  noAv  and  third  reading 
the  noble  Viscount  in  charge  of  the  Bill  and  himself  should 
have  some  discussion  with  the  Attorney-General,  as  being 
primarily  responsible  for  all  prosecutions  in  this  country, 
and  the  Dii-tctor  of  Public  Prosecutions,  after  which  they 
would,  perhaps,  be  in  a  position  either  to  make  some  pro- 
posal or  to  communicate  some  information  on  the  third 
reading  stage. 

The  Marquess  of  Salisbury  said  it  ought  to  be  somebody's 
business,  in  th3  interests  of  health,  to  have  regard  to  pro- 
secutions in  respect  of  violations  of  the  law  on  these  matters 
of  patent  medicines. 

Lord  Bledisloe  then  withdrew  his  amendment. 


Chemical  Society, 

A  MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly, 
London,  W.,  on  May  15,  the  President  (Sir  James  Dobbie, 
F.R.S.)  in  tho  chair.  Dr.  J.  H.  Sequeira  read  a  paper 
by  Mr.  B.  Blount  and  himself)  on  "  Bhce  John  "  and.  Other 
Forms  of  Fluorite.  Very  little  has  been  published  on  the 
subject  of  the  Derbyshire  "Blue  John,"  which  occurs  prin- 
cipally in  the  "  Blue  John"  cavern  near  Castletown,  A 
fluorspar  of  similar  composition,  but  green  in  colour,  and 
known  as  "  Green  John,"  is  much  rarer  than  "  Blue  John." 
Thje  authors  studied  the  coloiir  of  "Blue  John,']  and  as  a 
result  of  their  investigations  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
is  duo  to  some  organic  colour,  tho  nature  of  which  is  a« 
yet  unknown,  as  is,  indeed,  the  cause  of  the  colour  in  this 
mineral.  Heated  to  300°,  "  Blue  John  "  decrepitates  and 
loses  its  colour,  and  exhibits  a  brief  fluorescence.  It  was 
found  to  contain  argon,  but  no  helium  could  be  discovered. 
Very  remarkable  observations  were  made  on  the  effects  of 
radium  and  x-rays  on  "Blue  John."  Exposed  to  the  action 
of  radium,  tho  white  portions  of  the  mineral  become  blue, 
while  the  blue  parts  become  darker  in  colour.  Heated  to 
whiteness  and  then  exposed  to  a:-rays,  it  re-assumes  its 
original  blue  colour.  Mr.  Blount  then  demonstrated  the 
action  of  heat  on  "Blue  John"  by  heating  a  specimen 
until  it  became  white,  when  the  fluorescence  was  apparent.

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Observations  and  Reflections.

Your  Timely  Leader 

on  the  dilution  of  the  Register  presents 
two  or  three  points  on  which  action  may  still  be  taken 
to  avert  or  minimise  the  evil  that  threatens  us.  First 
there  is  that  of  the  general  mesting,  the  consent  of  which 
to  the  by-law  is  a  legal  necessity.  You  think  this  meet- 
ing will  micler  pressure  from  the  Council  swallow  thi,-; 
■"  bitter  pill,"  but  may  not  this  be  too  pessimistic  a 
view?  Your  article  itself  virtually  disposes  of  the  jjlea 
that  the  Council  is  helpless  in  the  matter;  it  could 
defy  the  Privy  Council  officials  if  it  dared.  Moreover, 
the  meeting  can  make  it  absolutely  helpless  in  the  otheT 
direction  by  vetoing  the  by-law.  It  comes,  therefore, 
to  this.  If  the  by-law  is  accepted  it  will  be  due  to 
the  cowardice  of  the  trade  itself,  or  rather  of  thoss 
members  of  the  trade  that  belong  to  the  Society,  and 
I  find  it  hard  to  believe  that  in  a  matter  so  vital,  and 
which  has  aroused  such  an  unprecedented  amour.t  of 
feeling,  we  shall  be  so  craven  as  to  submit.  The  public 
v/elfare,  the  principle  that  called  us  into  being,  our  own 
interest,  all  call  to  us.  Have  we  no  leader  who  can  rouse 
us  to  action  ? 

Another  Point 

is  the  referendum.  That  this  would  result  in 
the  rejection  of  the  by-law  is,  as  j'ou  say,  a  foregone 
conclusion,  but  the  Society  has  no  power  so  to  consult 
the  whole  trade.  Here  is  an  unanswerable  argument 
for  the  instant  formation  of  some'  independent  body,  call 
it  trade  union  or  what  we  will,  that  could  authoritatively 
refer  at  such  a  crisis  this  or  any  other  question  to  the 
whole  body  of  its  members.  Had  we  had  an  organisa- 
tion of  the  kind  in  being  we  should  never  have  been 
brought  to  our  present  pass, 

A  Third  Point 

is  the  suggestion  of  minimising  the  wrong  by 
a  separate  registration  of  the  unexamined  men,  or  in  seme 
other  way.  Such  separate  registration  wou.d,  in  my 
opinion,  be  fntile,  and  even  childish.  The  only  mini- 
misation coriceivable  is  such  a  strict  anplicatioit  by  the 
Council  of  its  theoretical  power  to  refuse  registration 
on  particular  grounds  as  it  is  not  at  all  likely  to  put 
in  practice.  Indeed,  this  power  is  virtually  theoretical 
only  ;  it  would  prove  a  dead  letter.  The  fact  is  that  we 
caimot  minimise,  we  can  only  reject  :  if  we  have  not 
courage  for  that,  let  us  stew  quietly  in  our  own  juice. 

The  Conversation 

on  the  annual  accounts  between  Messrs. 
Wolff,  Hines,  and  Skinner  and  the  officials  of  the  Society 
•  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  is  instructive  in  many 
ways.  It  shows  in  what  a  haphazard  fashion  these  annual 
statements  of  account  are  treated  by  the  Council  as  a 
whole,  how  perfunctory  the  examination  of  them  by 
the  Finance  Committee,  and  with  what  indiffei'ence  the 
whole  subject  is  regarded  by  those  most  directly  le- 
sponsible.  An  irregularity  was  not  denied  ;  the  printers, 
the  oflicials,  anybody  but '  the  Coimcil  itself,  might  be 
blamed  for  it,  but  it  really  was  not  worth  bothering 
about^  Mr.  Skinner's  point  was  almost  as  .cavalieirly 
treated  as  ilr.  Wolff's,  but  it  transpired  that  reallv  the 
value  of  the  Society's  investments  is  an  unknown  quantity. 
1  hey  are  believed  to  have  cost  what  they  are  now  valued 
at,  but  they  do  not  appear  to  have  been  valued  since.  The 
Society,  in  short,  keeps  its  books  without  anv  stock- 
taking, much  as  individual  pharmacists  commonly  do, 
or  are  said  to  do,  for  a  stock -taking  that  neglects  valua- 
tion IS  not  worthy  of  the  name. 

Scotland 

(not  for  the  fir.?t  time)  has  given  ns  Southrons 
llie  go-by,  and  the  cry  of  many  an  English  pharmacist 
will  be,  O  for  a  man  to  arise  in  the  land  with  the 
couraaeous  snirit  and  persuasive  power  of  Mr.  Brown 
ot  Ji^dmburgh,  able  to  bear  down  all  opposition  and  carrv 


through  a-  scheme  for  a  Pharmaceutical  Federation  here, 
too,  that  would  enable  us  independently  of  the  Society 
to  speak  with  our  enemies  in  the  gate!"  The  way  the 
Council  has  messed  things  up  in  its  dealings  with  the 
Privy  Council  over  the  apothecaries'  assistants  que.s- 
tion  onght  to  make  this  possible  now  if  it  has  not  been 
so  before.  The  last  vestige  of  our  trust  in  the  Society 
has  gone  :  it  has  failed  even  to  uphold  its  boasted  charac- 
ter as  an  educational  body,  and  how  can  we  expect  it 
to  defend  those  merely  ti'ade  interests  which  it  has  often 
ostentatiously  declared  to  be  beneath  its  notice  ?  If  we 
do  not  take  this  matter  of  an  Industrial  Council  into  our 
own  hands  we  shall  deserve  to  be  sold  again. 

"  H  the  Whole  Trade  of  Dru^  Sale 

and  dispensing"  were 
made  a  public  service  in  the  sense  intended  by  Sir 
Chiozza  Money,  we  should  probably  find  ourselves  much 
worse  off  than  we  are.  Our  experience  as  panel  chemists 
is  not  reassuring  in  that  respect,  and  the  treatment  we 
are  at  present  receiving  from  officials  of  the  Privy 
Council  suggests  that  neither  our  own  welfare  nor  "the 
purity  and  quality  of  supply"  would  be  improved  by 
such  a  change  of  condition.  The  latter,  indeed,  is  hardly 
susceptible  of  improvement  by  any  such  means.  We  are 
quite  sufficiently  under  control  already  to  ensure  both 
purity  and  quality;  we  need  look  no  further  than  to  the 
Eushton  case  for  evidence  of  that,  and  We  have  shown 
ourselves  a  good  deal  more  concerned  for  our  profes- 
sional competence  than  the  Government  is.  On  the  whole, 
Sir  Chiozza's  remarks  are  singularly  inept. 

These  Notes  of  Mine 

have  from  time  to  time  brought  me  many 
pleasant  communications  from  unknown  readers,  but 
nothing  of  more  interest  has  ever  come  to  me  than  a 
letter  received  the  other  week  from  the  East  of  London, 
along  with  a  copy  of  Aaron  Hill's  pamphlet  on  the  pro- 
duction of  beech  oil.  With  this  were  bound  up  Canvane's 
treatise  on  castor  oil  and  Chamberlayne's  on  cowage,  both 
of  some  historical  importance,  since  the  former  was  largely 
the  cause  of  the  subsequent  vogue  of  the  oil,  and  the  latter 
of  the  introduction  of  cnwage  into  the  London  Phaima- 
copoeia  in  1809.  Other  favours  of  a  like  kind  have  since 
reached  me  from  the  same  correspondent,  among  them 
a  first  list  of  some  eighty  rare  medical  books  and 
tracts  in  his  possession,  such  as  make  my  mouth  water. 
I  wonder  to  what  extent  works  like  these  are  still  to 
be  found  in  old  surgeries  and  pharmacies  ?  My  own 
too  modest  collection  came  to  me  mainly  from  the"  repro- 
bate son  of  a  practitioner  of  the  early  nineteenth  cen- 
tury, who  probably  dosed  his-  patients  by  Culpeper  and 
Quincy,  since  nothing  very  much  later  than  1770  appears 
to  have  come  in  his  way,  A  history  of  the  evolution 
of  British  pharmacy  as  exemplified  in  that  of  the  London 
and  British  Pharmacopoeias  would  be  a  fascinating  work. 
Most  of  the  material  needed  for  its  earlier  chapters  exists 
in  the  Wellcome  Museum,  and  that  for  the  later  ones 
is  accessible  everywhere.  Wootton  hardly  meets  the  want, 
though  he  affords  us  admirable  mtmoires,  povr  servir, 
while  Bell  and  Redwood  merely  toyed  with  the  subject 
as  an  introduction  to  the  apotheosis  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

Mr.  Banks's  Allusion 

to  lin.  camph.  co.  in  the  East  Ham 
camphorated-oil  case  recalls  the  early  history  of  that 
preparation.  It  was  first  introduced  into  the  P.L.  in 
1788,  an  imitation  of  Ward's  Celebrated  Essence  for  the 
Headache.  The  formula  for  this  given  bv  Wootton  in 
the  "Chronicles"  is  that  used  by  Ward's  apothecary, 
D'Osterman,  but  from  Ward's  own  book  Brookes  quotes 
another,  in  which  there  is  neither  Roche  alum  nor  essence 
of  lemon.  The  formula  of  the  P.L.  1788  differs  from 
both  of  tliem;  it  omits  the  alum  and  substitutes  spirit  of 
lavender  for  essence  of  lemon,  directing  that  16"  oz.  of 
the  former  be  distilled  along  with  6  oz.  of  water  of 
ammonia  until  16  oz.  are  obtained,  in  which  2  oz.  of 
camphor  are  to  be  dissolved.  Ward  simply  mixed  the 
ingredients,  with  repeated  shakings  for  five 'or  six  days.

Editorial  Articles. 


Customs  and  Excise  Report. 

The  Eeport  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise- 
for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1918,  has  been  pubhshed 
this  week.  The  Report  is  belated,  as  one  v.ould  ex- 
pect that  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1919,  to  hav& 
been  issued.  The  delay  is  doubtless  due  to  the  war,  anc£ 
relatively  the  Report  is  in  advance  of  the  time  when  that 
for  1917  was  published,  so  we  may  expect  that  the 
leeway  will  be  made  up  before  long.  The  year  under 
review  was  a  difficult  one  from  the  point  of  view  ot  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise,  because  of  the 
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drastic  restrictions  on  the  output  of  beer  and  the  clearances 
of  spirits  and  wine.  Other  factors  were  the  reduction  in 
the  supplies  of  tea,  sugar,  dried  fruit,  and  of  motor  spirit 
(which  affected  motor-car  licences),  the  suspension  of  the 
duty  on  passenger  fares  on  Goveniment-controUed  rail- 
ways, and  the  prohibition  on  the  importation,  except 
under  licence,  of  various  articles,  such  as  matches,  motor- 
cars, and  motor-cycles.  The  amounts  paid  into  the 
ExchequeV  during  the  year  were  :  Customs  71,261,000/., 
Excise  110,033,000/.,  the  net  receipts  showing  a  surplus 
of  3,767,000/.  over  the  Budget  estimate  for  the  period — 
which  was  invalidated  owing  to  reductions  in  the  tobacco 
duty  and  entertainments  duty.  Among  the  articles  which 
showed  an  increase  in  Customs  duty  was  saccharin,  the 
imports  of  which  during  the  period  under  review  amounted 
to  727,9'75  oz.,  yielding  a  duty  of  164,061/.  The  manu- 
facture of  saccharin  -in  this  country,  which  had  ceased 
since  1912,  was  resumed  in  1917-8,  the  quantity  charged 
with  duty  being  141,387  oz.,  and  the  net  receipt  of  duty 
31,812/.  This  enormous  quantity  of  saccharin — over 
24  tons — is  a'  striking  comm.entary  on  the  popularity 
attained  by  this  product  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  sugar. 
We  should  not  be  surprised  to  find  that  the  figures  for 
the  year  ending  March  31,  1919,  surpass  those  given 
above,  and  we  hope  that  the  proportion  of  home-made 
saccharin  has  been  increased.  There  were  four  English 
makers  of  saccharin  in  1917-18.  We  notice  that  there  were 
increases  in  the  Exchequer  revenue  from  chloral  hydrate, 
chloroform,  collodion,  and  ethyl  chloride,  but  decreases 
in  acetic  and  butyric  ethers  and  ethyl  iodide.  The  net 
receipt  of  medicine-stamp  duty  again  shows  an  increase 
(70,872/.)  to  803,815/.,  thus  proving  that  the  public  will 
have  packed  remedies,  notwithstanding  the  unfairly  high 
duty  which  proprietary  articles  have  to  bear.  The  follow- 
ing table  shows  the  net  receipt  of  medicine-stamp  duty 
for  several  years  :

It  will:  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  makers  and 
vendors  (not  separated  in  the  statistics)  continues  to 
decrease.  We  suspect  that  it  is  the  number  of  vendors 
which  accounts  for  the  increase,  as  many  small  traders 
who  sold  patent  medicines  as  a  side-line  are  .^topping  the 
practice.  The  table-waters  duty  yielded  1,332,357/. 
(1917-18),  against  1,170,801/.  in  the  period  from  May  1, 
1916,  to  March  31,  1917,  and  an  increase  is  fhowu  when 
taking  into  acooimt  the  relative  periods.  The  increase  has 
been  mainly  in  the  quantity  of  sweetened  beverages. 
There  were  6,182  licences  issued  to  manufacture  table- 
waters  (5,093  in  England,  876  in  Scotland,  and  213 
in  Ireland),  the  net  receipt  of  duty  being  2,989/.  There 


were  issued  during  1917-18  forty-six  licences  to  manufac- 
ture methylated  spirit,  and  14,308  licences  to  retail  methy- 
lated spirit,  the  net  receipt  of  duty  from  retailers' 
licences  being  7,136/.  Some  interesting  statistics  are  given 
as  to  the  quantities  of  spirits  received  by  makers  for 
methylation  in  the  period  under  review.  These  were 
chiefly  home-made  spirits,  which  produced  6,951,396  gallon.< 
of  industrial  methylated  spirit  and  1,244,470  gallons  of 
mineralised  methylated  spirit.  The  bulk  gallons,  4,283,974 
and  778,586  respectively,  were  sent  into  consump- 
tion by  makers  in  1917-18.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the 
bulk  of  the  methylated  spirit  made  is  employed  in  indus- 
tries and  not  sold  retail.    Among  the  uses  to  which  indus-

These  are  in  addition  to  sucli  articles  as  varnishes,  explo- 
sives, etc.,  in  which  very  large  quantities  of  spirits  are 
nsed.  The  amount  of  pure  spirits  allowed  to  be  used 
in  connection  with  arts  and  manufactures  was  26,953,313 
proof  gallons,  much  of  this  being  used  in  connection  with 
munitions  of  war  and  drugs,  etc.,  for  Government  purposes. 
There  were  eighty-three  spirits  of  wine  licences  issued, 
yielding  821/.  This  licence,  which  costs  10/.,  and  is  taken 
out  annually  by  manufacturing  or  wholesale  chemists  and 
druggists,  authorises  the  sale  in  any  quantity  of  rectified 
spirits  of  not  less  than  43  degrees  above  proof  for  medi- 
cinal purposes  to  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners  or 
duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemists  or  chemists  and 
druggists  or  persons  requiring  the  spirits  for  scientific 
purposes  in  any  laboratory.  There  were  also  issued  965 
licences  to  chemists,  etc.,  keeping  or  using  stills,  the 
yield  of  duty  being  477/. 


The  New  Preferential  Duties, 

The  text  of  the  Finance  Bill  is  now  available,  aud  although 
alterations  in  details  are  inevitable,  it  may  be  taken  to 
contain'  the  main  outlines  of  the  Chancellor's  financial 
scheme  for  the  year.  We  are  glad  to  observe  that  the 
concession  to  users  of  spirits  for  medicinal  purposes,  on 
the  importance  of  which  we  insisted  when*  we  commented 
on  tlie  Budget  speech,  is  embodied  in  Clause  10  of  the 
Bill.  Under  this  clause  spirits  used  in  medicinal  prepara- 
tions or  for  scientific  purposes  are  exempted  from  the  new 
spirit  duties  imposed  by  the  Bill.  On  the  other  hand, 
Clause  12  extends  for  an  indefinite  period  the  power  now 
possessed  by  the  Treasury  under  Section  15  of  the  Finance 
(No.  2)  Act,  1915,  for  the  period  of  the  war  and  twelve 
months  after  its  termination  to  restrict  the  delivery  of 
dutiable  goods  from  bond.  We  think  this  is  an  unfortu- 
nate provision  for  which  no  justification  can  be  found  in 
the  present  condition  of  the  nation's  affairs,  and  we  hope  it 
may  yet  be  dropped  before  the  Bill  becomes  law.  Indus- 
trial enterprise  is  above  all  things  necessary  if  the  trade 
of  the  country  is  to  be  restored  to  its  pre-war  vigour,  and 
experience  has  shown  that  this  is  to  be  looked  for  only 
where  the  greatest  possible  freedom  of  action  is  allowed 
to  our  traders.  Eestriction  is  the  parent  of  monopoly, 
which  robs  the  smaU  trader  of  a  legitimate  outlet  for  his 
business  capacity.  The  provisions  of  the  Bill  which  are 
of  chief  general  intehest,  as  well  because  of  their  novelty  as 
a  fiscal  experiment  as  ^because  of  the  fact  that,  if  successful. 
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they  are  likely  to  he  only  a  starting-point  for  a  much 
more  ambitious  development  on  the  same  lines,  are  those 
which  deal  with  preferential  duties  and  the  modifications  in 
Excise  duties  consequent  on  the  introduction  of  the  pre- 
ferential rates.  These  rates  are  contained  in  the  second 
.schedule  to  tlie  Bill,  and  the  corresponding  modifications 
in  Excise  duties  are  given  in  Clause  b.  The  list  of  modifi- 
cations is  naturally  much  less  extended  than  that  of  the 
preferential  rates,  as  some  of  the  articles  of  Empire  origin 
vi'hich  pay  duty  on  importation  into  the  United  Kingdom 
have  not  to  meet  in  the  home  market  with  the  competition 
of  goods  produced  at  home.  The  only  articles  to  which  it 
is  thought  necessary  to  concede  a  reduction  in  Excise  duties 
in  order  to  put  them  on  a  footing  of  equality  with  similar 
goods  imported  and  of  Empire  origin  are  tobacco,  sugar, 
molasses,  glucose,  saccharin,  and  chicory.  A  reduction 
of  a  sixth  IS  allowed  on  the  Excise  duty  on  each  of  these. 
The  second  schedule  of  the  Bill  provides  that  the  Customs 
duties  to  be  levied  on  the  importation  of  these  goods  from 
any  place  within  the  British  Empire,  but  outside  the 
United  Kingdom,  is  to  be  at  five-sixths  of  the  full  rates  of 
Customs  duties  in  force.  Goods  of  home  origin  thus  meet 
goods  of  colonial  origin  on  terms  of  apparent  equality  in 
the  home  market.  But,  in  some  cases  at  least,  the  equality 
is  only  apparent,  and  the  attention  of  our  home  manufac- 
turers might  well  be  directed  to  seeing  whether  the 
Chancellor  in  his  anxiety  to  show  favour  to  the  produce 
of  our  colonies  and  dependencies  does  not  do  less  than 
justice  to  the  home  trader.  Take  the  case  of  saccharin. 
It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  some  of  our 
British  manufacturers  set  up  saccharin  factories  at  great 
cost  during  the  course  of  the  war,  and  thus  relieved  very 
substantially  the  sugar  shortage  from  which  the  country 
was  suffering.  Such  public  spirit  and  enterprise  merited 
some  recognition.  Yet  what  is  the  fact  ?  When  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  was  asked  by  the  member 
for  Watford  on  May  12  (C.  <£,•  D.,  May  17,  p.  54)  as  to  the 
operation  of  the  proposed  readjustments  of  the  duties  on 
sugar  and  saccharin,  he  referred  to  the  Finance  Bill  for 
the  exact  effect  of  tlie  Hew  duties.  We  turn  to  the  Bill  and 
find  that  it  contains  no  provision  for  granting  any  allowance 
to  home  manufacturers  of  saccharin  in  respect  of  the  extra 
expense  to  which  they  are  put  in  carrying  on  their  business 
.subject  to  the  restrictions  imposed  for  revenue  purposes. 
Distillers  get  such  an  allowance ;  why  not  saccharin  manu- 
facturers also?  We  do  not  offer  this  criticism  because  of 
iiny  disagreement  with  the  Chancellor's  eagerness  to  apply 
the  lessons  taught  by  the  war.  We  are  all  for  making 
the  Empire  self-supporting;  but  we  have  to  keep  in  mind 
that  it  includes  the  United  Kingdom.  History  ought  of 
course  to  be  looked  to  if  we  are  to  provide  in  the  future 
against  the  repetition  of  mistakes  made  in  the  past.  In 
reading  history,  however,  we  must  be  careful  not  to  do  so 
with  one  eye  shut. 


Linseed  and  Rape  Oils. 

Since  the  abolition  of  Government  control  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  month,  some  exciting  developments  have  been 
witnessed  in  vegetable  oils  and  kindred  products.  The_ 
resumption  of  free  trading  had  been  anxiously  awaited 
for  some  few  months  past  by  importers  and  dealers,  and 
even  by  consumers,  who  frequently  complained  of  the 
diflSculties  they  experienced  mider  official  restrictions  in 
covering  their  wants.  The  desire,  too,  to  see  the 
country's  trade  revive  and  thus  to  help'  in  resuming 
overseas  connections  was  rather  strongly  expressed  by 
the  trade  generally,  although  it  had  been  anticipated 
that  incidental  to  de-control  an  adjustment  of  prices  in 
an  upward  direction  was  inevitable,  from  the  fact  that 
prices  had  been  kept  down  under  control  at  a  level  not 
calculated  to  attract  supplies  of  raw  material.  When 
the  removal  of  control  was  at  last  decided  upon  the 
official  price  of  raw  linseed  oil  was  58/.  per  ton  naked  for 
home  use  and  75?.  for  export ;  consumers  now  find  them- 
selves rather  unpleasantly  situated  in  consequence  of  the 
extraordinary  rapidity  with  which  prices  have  been  forced 
up  in  a  free,  open  market.  The  reason  for  this  is,  of 
course,  not  far  to  seek.  A  vigdrous  wave  of  speculation 
unfortunately  set  in  immediately  after  de-control,  and 


this  has  had  a  far-reaching  effect  on  the  attitude  of 
shippers  of  seed  from  India  and  the-River  Pkite.  A  clear 
evidence  of  this  regrettable  development  for  consumers  is 
afforded  by  the  extraordinary  buoyancy  witnessed  in  for- 
ward positions  of  the  oil-product,  which  in  the  Hull 
marlcet  have  kept  close  on  the  heels  of  .spot-oil,  somewhat 
in  contrast  to  London  values.  The  force  of  the  upward 
siwing  in  both  linseed-oil  and  rape-oil  has  undoubtedly 
been  intensified  by  two  fundamental  causes— firstly,  the 
knowledge  that  in  both  cases  the  Government  holdings  had 
recently  entirely  disappeared  through  a  hungry  demand 
for  export;  and,  secondly,  the  reckless  advance  in  seed 
prices.  It  seems  regrettable  that  certain  restrictions  have 
not  been  placed  on  purely  speculative  enterprise  in  for- 
ward positions  until  more  healthy  conditions  could  be 
established.  Cl-ushers  evidently  do  not  feel  disposed,  yet 
awhile,  to  commit  themselves  to  any  extent  on  distant 
contracts  until  signs  becom.s  perceptible  that  the  "  boost- 
ing "  of  prices  has  been  overdone.  The  fact  remains  that 
the  market  is  very  bare  of  oil,  and  until  the  excited 
demand,  which  is  doubtless  largely  speculative,  subsides, 
it  is  possible  that  a  grossly  inflated  level  of  values  mav 
be  maintained.  Consumers  would  certainly  be  well 
advised  to  buy  only  for  strictly  urgent  requirements, 
while  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  even  the  present  extra- 
ordinary price  of  over  43/.  a  ton  which  has  been  paid  for 
Indian  linseed  does  not  justify  linseed-oil  selling  at 
anything  like  921.  a  ton.  A  figure  quite  1.0?.  below  this 
would,  in  fact,  be  more  in  line  with  the  inflated  cost  of 
seed.  However,  it  is  hardly  possible  to  look  for  any 
speedy  adjustment  of  linseed^-oil  prices  just  yet  or  until 
relief  becomes  manifest  from  the  present  acute  scarcity. 
Virtually  the  same  applies  to  rape  seed  and  rape  oil.  In 
the  present  state  of  confusion,  and  owing  to  severely  in- 
flated values,  it  is  obvious  that  legitimate  trading  is 
perforce  kept  vfithin  narrow  compass,  lest  a  headlont;  fail 
should  take  place  at  any  time.  As  already  stated  in  our 
previous  issue,  linseed  is  coming  in  a  little  more  freely, 
and  suppHes  are  bound  to  be  hurried  along,  so  that  more 
sane  views  must  shortly  become  manifest,  and  perhaps 
lead  to  a  sharp  reversal  of  tactics  on  the  part  of  specula- 
tive cliques.  Consumption  will  probably  be  held  up  so 
long  as  prices  are  maintained  at  a  fictitious  level.  But 
for  the  eagerness  which  has  been  displayed  in  granting 
export  licences  fo:-  the  Continent,  with  sheer  disregard  of 
home  needs,  and  the  resultant  vanishing  of  the  fair  surplus 
supply  which  existed  prior  to  cessation  of  control,  the 
position  of  linseed-oil  would  hardly  be  so  acute  as  it  is 
now.  Our  imports  of  linseed  for  the  first  four  months  of 
this  year,  at  909,237  quarters,  showed  an  excess  against 
the  same  period  last  year  of  613,142  quarters.  River 
Plate  seed  would  have  been  shipped  in  still  larger  quan- 
tities had  clearances  not  been  so  much  interfered  with  bv 
the  labour  troubles  in  the  Argentine,  but  apart  from  this 
drawback  the  supply  of  tonnage  is  at  present  more  re- 
stricted, while  shippers  report  a  keen  competitive  demand 
for  Holland  and  Scandinavia.  American  buying,  too,  has 
been  acfiive.  Of  the  total  Argentine  shipments  this  year  up 
to  mid-May,  which  were  well  over  713,000  quarters,  more 
than  one-half  w'as  diverted  to  the  United  States,  whi'.e 
larger  quantities  were  sent  to  the  Continent  than  to  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  American  position  is  reported 
extremely  tight  with  stocks  at  a  minimum,  and  can  only  be 
relieved  by  the  continuation  of  large  shipments  from  the 
River  Plate.  The  shipments  from  India  to  home  ports  have 
improved  considerably  compared  with  last  year,  but  specu- 
lation there  has  been  rampant  under  the  influence  of  the 
sharp  rise  in  the  rupee  following  on  the  advance  in  the 
value  of  silver.  Oh  the  other  hand,  the  Indian  shipments 
of  rape-seed  have  this  year  been  very  small,  hence  the 
prevailing  scarcity  of  rape-oil,  with  not  much  prospect 
for  some  time  of  cheaper  supplies,  while  the  situation  in 
South  Russia  is  as  yet  far  too  grave  to  induce  the  hope 
of  a  resumption  of  shipments.  Loading  facilities  from 
Black  Sea  ports,  indeed,  are  pretty  well  hopeless,  owners 
of  tonnage  exacting  stiff  demurrage  charges.  In  regard 
to  castor-seed,  the  February  clearances  from  Indian  ports 
iwere  only  1,405  tons,  against  8,641  tons  for  the  same  month 
last  year,  making  the  returns  for  eleven  months  80,580  tons, 
or  a  deficit  of  some  12,000  tons  compared  with  1917-18.

SEVENTY-EIGHTH   ANNUAL  MEETING. 


London, 

For  some  reason  or  reasons  members  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  did  not  appear  in  overwhelming  numbers 
at  tho  annual  meeting,  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
on  the  afternoon  of  May  21.  The  President  (Mr.  W.  L. 
Currie)  took  the  chair,  and  with  him  at  the  table  were  the 
Vice-President  (Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat),  the  Secretary 
(Sir  William  Glyn-Jones),  the  Society's  Solicitor  (Mr. 
W.  H.  Quarrell),  and  the  Resident  Secretary  for  Scot- 
land (Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill).  The  members  of  the 
Council  present  (in  addition  to  the  President  and  Vice- 
President)  were  Miss  Buchanan,  Mr.  F.  E.  Bilson 
(Treasurer),  Mr.  A.  S.  Campkin,  Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff,  Mr. 
J.  W.  Deakin,  Mr.  F.  G.  Hines,  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin,  Mr. 
A.  Melhuish,  Mr.  L.  M.  Parry,  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell, 
Mr.  E.  White,  and  Mr.  J.  R.  Young.  Among  those  in 
the  audience  were  Mr.  W.  Browne,  Mr.  F.  Cherry,  Mr.  H. 
Deane,  Mr.  E.  H.  Farr,  Captain  H.  Finnemore,  Mr.  J.  P. 
Gilmour  (Editor  of  the  "Pharmaceutical  Journal"),  ]\Tr

The  Presidential  speech  was  unusually  short  (of  about 
twenty-five  minutes'  duration),  and,  as  will  be  seen,  con- 
tained little  that  was  not  in  the  annual  report.  Complete 
silence  greeted  the  announcement  that  the  Society's  school 
was  full  and  that  the  bacteriological  class  was  a  success ; 
and  a  still  more  complete  silence — if  that  were  possible — ■ 
met  the  remarks  on  the  proposed  by-law  relating  to  apothe- 
caries' assistants,  which  by-law,  it  was  admitted,  might 
"cause  a  little  bit  of  peculiar  feeling."  This  topic  and 
the  financial  status  of  the  "Pharmaceutical  Journal" 
were  the  mainsprings  of  the  discussion  that  followed — a 
discussion  that  revealed  considerable  dissatisfaction  with 
"things  as  they  are."  Hearty,  applaus©  followed  the 
references  to  Sir  Willi4m  Glyn-Jones's  knighthood  and  to 
Mr.  Roweell's  work  for  pharmacy  in  connection  with  the 
'Ministry  of  Health;  but,  for  the  rest,  the  atmosphere  of 
the  meeting  was  not  particularly  friendly  to  the  Council. 
Just  as  the  criticisms  on  the  by-law  were  getting  exciting, 
the  President  extinguished  them  with '  an  offer  to  tell 
the  members  in  a  privatei  meeting  what  could  not  be 
published.  Thereupon  the  rest  of  the  business  was  quickly 
run  through,  and  the  reporters  silently  stole  away. 

The  President's  Address. 

The  Pkihident  said  :  "We  are  met,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
to  receive  the  seventy-eighth  annual  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Council  of  the  Society — that  is  to  say,  tho 
report  of  the  Council  for  the  past  year.  I  do  not  purpose 
to  inflict  upon  you  the  reading  of  the,  report.  It  has  beea 
published,  it  has  been  issued  to  you,  and  as  I  take  it  you 
have  all  road  it  and  digested  its  contents,  I  presume  that 
you  are  willing  that  it  should  be  taken  as  r(;ad.  (Cries  of 
"Agreed.")  Very  well,  then,  before  moving  the  adoption 
of  the  report,  I  just  want  to  go  over  one  or  two  of  the 
items  specially  mentioned  in  it.  I  dare  say  those  of  ycu 
who  have  taken  the  trouble  to  read  the  report — I  hope  you 
have  all  done  so,  although  it  may  be  an  ordeal — will  have 
seen  from  it  that  a  good  deal  of  work  has  been  done 
during  the  past  year.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  think  that 
the  past  year  will  stand  out  as  a  record  one  in  the  history 
of  the  Council  and  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  So  far 
as  the  Society  itself  is  concerned,  it  still  goes  on  increas- 
ing in  numerical  strength.  (Hear,  hear.)  Its  membership 
is  bigger  than  it  has  ever  been,  and  I  hope  that  befm-e  the 
end  of  the  year  we  shall  have  topped  10,000  members. 
(Applause.)  The  prospects  in  that,  direction  are  extremely 
hopeful,  and  I  am  not  exaggerating  in  the  least  when  I 
say  that  it  will  indeed  be  a  disappointment  to  the  members 
of  the  Crfunoil  if  the  ten  thousand  figure  is  not  passed.  Tho 
Register  itself  will  indicate  to  those  who  care  to  examine 
it  how  tho  increase  has  been  going  on,  both  as  regards 
members  and  student-associates,  and  also  as  regards  the 
apprentices,  who  are  now  coming  forwai'd  in  large  and 
ever-increasing  numbers  and  joining  the  Society.  All 
these  indications  show  that  we  are  in  a  very  healthy  con- 
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dition.  Next,  as  regards  the  examinations,  you  can^  of 
course,  quite  understand  that  in  a  period  such  as  we  have 
been  passing  through  tho  number  of  candidates  who  sat 
could  not  possibly  come  up  to  the  usual  number — that  is, 
to  tho  number  who  would  have  sat  if  the  times  had  been 
normal. 

Dividing  the  Minor. 

But  now  the  times  are  happily  looking  rather  better, 
and  very  shortly  we  shall  be  having  a  big  influx  of  can- 
didates Doth  for  tho  Qualifying  examination,  or  tho  Minor, 
as  it  is  called,  and  the  Major.  We  are  hoping  that  even 
in  July  there  will  bo  a  very  great  increase  on  the  numbers 
who  caane  up  in  April.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  new  by-laws 
relating  to  the  examinations,  which  have  now  become  parr, 
of  the  laws  regrulatirig  the  conduct  of  the  Society,  comv 
into  operation  in  August,  and  I  am  expressing  the  feelinff 
of  the  Council  when  I  say  thai;  I  hope  they  give  satisfac- 
tion to  the  membei's  of  the  Society  generally  throughout 
the  country.  I  feel  sure  that  they  form  an  innovation 
which  was  long  after  its  time  to  have  been  accomplished, 
that  was  long  overdue,  and  the  division  of  the  Qualifying 
examinations  will,  I  think,  be  a  good  thing  not  only  for 
the  better  training  of  the  students,  but  for  the  bettering 
of  pharmacy  as  a  whole.  We  all  know — at  least  those  of 
us  who  have  gone  through  the  mill  under  the  rules  which 
previously  existed — the  difficulties  wo  have  had  to  face 
if  we  were  unfortunate  in  coming  down  in  our  examinations, 
through  having  to  keep  up  our  studies  for  another  time 
when  we  should  have  to  appear  again.  Now,  however, 
that  has  all  very  happily  passed  away,  and  the  student 
will  now  receive  credit  for  so  much  of  the  work  as  he  has 
done  and  has  passed  in,  and  will  not  have  to  take  tho  sub- 
jects over  again.    That  is  so  much  to  the  good. 

The  School. 

Dealing  next  with  the  school,  it  is  gratifying  to  us  al! 
to  be  able  to  announce  that  it  is  in  a  flourishing  con- 
dition at  the  present  time.  Indeed,  it  is  full  up  just 
now,  and  the  prospects  for  next  year  are  _  even  better 
than  they  are  now — they  are  extremely  bright.  Every 
bench  will  be  occupied,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact,  if  runiour 
speaks  correctly,  we  shall  have  to  divide  the  classes  into 
two' portions,  so  as  to  accommodate  the  enormous  number 
of  students  who  are  likely  to  come  to  the  school.  Now, 
that  is  a  very  hopeful  outlook  not  only  from  tho  financial 
standpoint,  but  in  respect  to  the  status  of  the  school  itself. 
You  will  observe  from  the  report  that  the  _  Council  has 
decided  to  continue  the  bacteriological  class  in  connection 
with  the  school,  which  was  started  some  little  time  ago, 
and  arrangements  have  been  made  with  Mr.  Parkes,  with 
the  special  permission  of  his  own  council  at  Stepney,  to 
carry  on  this  particular  work.  This  bacteriological  depart- 
ment of  the  school's  work  is  destined  to  come  very  mucli 
to  the  front,  and  the  Council  avail  themselves  of  the  present 
favourable  opportunity  to  express  the  hope  that  as  many 
as  possible  will  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  afforded 
them  of  attending  the  classes. 

In  Regaed  to  PARLiAMENTAnv  Affairs 
It  must  have  been  a  great  satisfaction  to  all  of  us  when 
we  lost  our  Secretary  as  a  representative  of  pharmacy  in 
the  House  to  find  that  we  were  having  him  replaced  by 
gentleman  of  such  outstanding  a.nd  conspicuous  merits  as 
Mr.  Woolcock.  (Hear,  hear.)  You  may  depend  upon  it 
that  when  pharmaceutical  matters  engage  the  attention  ot 
the  House  they  will  be  quite  safe  in  his  capable  handi;, 
and  that  full  justice  will  be  done  to  the  claims  of  pharma- 
cists under  his  watchful  care.  The  only  other  pharmacist 
returned  to  Parliament  at  the  recent  election  was  Sir 
Richard  Winfrey,  to  whom  we  have  been  indebted  many 
times  in  the  past  for  his  services  to  us,  and  I  have  not 
the  slightest  doubt— none  of  us  have— that  if  occasion 
arises  where  pharmacy  requires  support,  Sir  Richard  Win- 
frey will  assist  Mr.  Woolcock  in  any  effort  he  may  put 
forward.  Already  Mr.  '  Woolcock  has  made  his  influence 
felt  in  the  House  'in  several  directions.  At  the  present  time 
he  is  dealing'  with  the  establishment  of  the  Ministry  ol 
Health,  and  he  has  obtained  assurances  from  Dr.  Addison, 
the  Minister  in  charge  of  the  measure  relating  to  that,  that 
pharmacists  will  receive  due  recognition  on  the  appropnat* 
Advisory  Committees  which  are  going  to  deal  with  matters 
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under  the  new  Ministry.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  success 
achieved  in  that  direction  was  duo  in  very  largo  measure 
to  the  efforts  put  forward  by  one  of  our  own  Councillors, 
"whom  it  is  the  good  fortune  of  tho  Society  to  have  repre- 
senting it.  I  refer  particulai'ly  to  ilr.  Kowsell,  who  is 
Chairman  of  our  own  Ministry  of  Health  Committee.  Ho 
was  able  to  raise  tho  question  personally  "with  Dr.  Addison, 
and  obtained  a.n  assurance  from  him  to  the  effect  I  have 
mentioned.  I  think,  therefore,  "wo  are  in  very  good  hands, 
and  that  our  interests  will  be  well  safeguarded  when  they 
aro  looked  after  by  such  a  capable  man  as  Mr.  Rowsell 
has  proved  himself  to  be  on  this  occasion.  (Applause.)  He 
has  devoted  a  good  deal  of  time  to  the  object  wo  have 
in  view,  and  if  we  can  get  pharmacists  on  these  Committees 
of  the  Ministry  it  "will  be  a  good  thing  for  pharmacy  in 
the  long  run.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Legal  Matiees 

are  going  on  in  the  usual  way,  and  the  number  of  inspec- 
tions of  shops  that  have  been  made  is  just  about  the  same; 
there  is  not  very  much  to  be  said  about  that  part  of  the 
report  in  connection  with  legal  matters.  With  regard 
to  the  bodies  corporate  in  England  and  Scotland,  there  is 
a  slight  increase  in  the  number  compared  with  tho  previous 
year.  I  do  not  kno"vv  if  that  is  a  good  thing  for  pharmacy 
or  if  it  is  not ;  in  any  case  it  does  not  do  the  ordinary 
pharmacist  very  much  harm.  The  next  point  referred  to 
in  the  report  deals  with  the  "Journal."  With  regard  to 
this,  I  need  hardly  remind  you  that  times  have  been 
abnormal.  I  know  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  com- 
plaint about  the  "  Journal,"  but  you  must  not  forget  that 
during  the  war  there  was  a  great  scarcity  of  paper;  it 
was  also  very  ex-pensive,  and  the  Editor  had  not  full  scope 
for  the  energies  ho  is  capable  of  putting  into  the  "  Journal," 
and  would  have  put  into  it  under  ordinary  circumstances, 
but  things  aro  very  much  improved.  It  has  already  become 
very  much  enlarged,  and  I  feel  quite  sure  that  in  the  course 
of  a  very  short  time  the  "  Journal  "  will  get  ba«k  to  its 
original  pristine  condition,  and  that  we  shall  have  a  very 
fine  journal  after  all. 

War  Atjxiluby  Benevolent  Fund. 

One  of  the  outstanding  things  that  have  marked  progress 
during  the  past  year  has  been  the  institution  of  the  War 
Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund,  tho  object  of  which  has  been 
the  raising  of  money  to  assist  those  who  have  done  then- 
best  for  us,  and  who,  in  many  cases,  ha;ve  had  to  go 
through  a  great  deal  and  have  had  to  incur  great  loss 
in  carrying  out  what  they  undertook  to  do.  (Hear,  heai'.) 
For  the  raising  of  that  money  our  good  friend  Mr.  Parry, 
tho  Chairman  of  the  Benevolent  Fund,  devoted  a  great 
deal  of  time  and  energy,  and  the  results  have  been  very 
magnificent.  I  think  that  at  the  present  time  the  Fund 
stands  at  something  like  20,000?.  (Mr.  P.aeey  :  21,OO0Z.) 
I  am  told  that  it  has  risen  to  21,000?.,  and  altogether  I 
think  that  is  a  magnificent  effort  on  the  part  of  tho 
pharmacists  of  this  country.  (Hear,  hoar.)  You  may  rest 
quite  assured  that  this  Fund  will  be  judiciously  expended 
and  will  bo  carefully  guarded.  No  case  that  deserves 
consideration  will  be  cast  aside  without  the  most  careful 
attention  and  deliberation,  and  if  the  money  already  sub- 
scribed is  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  work  wo  intend 
to  do,  I  feel  quito  sure  that  if  a  further  appeal  is  made 
to  the  pharmacists  of  the  country  a  ready  response  will 
be  made  and  the  Fund  will  not  bo  wanting.  (Hear,  hear.) 
The  work  in  connection  with  tho  ordinary  Benevolent  Fund 
of  the  Society  goes  on  very  satisfactorily,  and  wo  give 
away  a  good  deal  of  money  in  ordinary  benevolent  grants, 
particulars  of  which  are  all  noted  down  here. 

National  He.*lth  Insurance. 

The  report  next  deals  with  what  has  been  done  with 
regard  to  National  Health  Insurance.  We  all  know  what 
has  been  done  with  regard  to  that,  and  I  know  that  it  is 
a  very  thorny  subject,  a  subject,  too,  which  creeps  up  at 
every  pharmaceutical  meeting,  wherever  that  meeting  may 
be  held,  and  it  is  bound  to  be  referred  to  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society.  But  I  wish  to  give  the  assurance 
that  the  Local  Associations  Executive  Committee,  in  deal- 
ing with  Insurance  matters,  are  doing  the  very  best  that 
they  can  for  the  pharmacists  at  the  present  time.  It  is 
true  that  we  are  not  having  anything  like  the  recompense 
that  wo  ought  to  have  for  Insurance  dispensing.  (Hear, 
hear.)  We  hope,  however,  now  that  things  are  settling 
down  and  that  we  are  putting  forward  demands  for  things 
that  are  bound  to  come,  and  which,  in  fact,  have  been 
decided — we  hope  that  a  strong  front  for  these  things 
will  bo  prcsentetl  and  that  our  just  claims  for  better 
remuneration  for  National  Insurance  dispensing  work  will 
bo  conceded,  and  that  pharmacists  will  have  a  better 
reward  for  the  services  they  render  in  the  national  interest. 


(Applause.)  They  have  put  forward  splendid  efforts,  they 
have  done  magnificent  work  during  the  past  four  years 
although  they  have  suffered  from  shortage  of  staffs,  they 
have  been  overworked,  and  have  done  an  enormous  amojint 
of  dispensing  for  the  insured  people.  Credit  is  due  to  tho 
chemist  for  all  that  he  has  done,  and  he  deserves  adequate 
payment  for  the  particular  offices  he  renders  in  this 
connection.     (Hear,  hear.) 

Militaey  Mattebs. 
The  Council  have  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  military 
service  all  over  tho  country,  and  we  have  had  many  times 
to  put  ourselves  as  employers  out  of  joint  in  order  to  carry 
on  our  business.  It  is  quite  true,  of  course,  that  wo 
were  quite  helpless  in  the  matter,  for  our  assistants  were 
taken  away ;  some  of  them  have  gone,  never  to  return, 
unfortunately.  W^ith  the  termination  of  hostilities,  the 
discharge  of  some  may  bo  regarded,  perhaps,  as  a  fore- 
runner of  tho  return  of  a  great  many  of  these  men,  but 
it  must  be  confessed  that  demobilisation  has  been  extremely 
slow.  The  Demobilisation  Committee  of  the  Council  are 
doing  their  very  best  at  the  present  time,  as  they  have 
been  doing  right  along,  in  order  to  get  the  men  back  as 
quickly  as  possible,  but  owing  to  the  red-tape  methods 
and  manners  of  the  War  Office  it  has  been  hard  work 
pointing  out  to  the  officials  there  the  necessity  which 
exist  for  these  men  being  liberated  at  the  very  earliest 
possible  moment  and  opportunity.  There  are  still  many 
of  our  men  in  the  Army,  but  wo  hopo  that  as  time  goes 
on  these  rnen  will  be  liberated,  that  they  will  return  to 
tho  profession,  and  ease  the  work  for  those  who  have  been 
carrying  on  at  home  all  tho  time.  The  Local  Associations 
Executive  have  also  been  doing  very  valuable  work  in 
regard  to  supplies  of  necessities,  which  wore  very  short, 
and  in  providing  various  commodities,  even  under"  restric- 
tion, but  the  control  instituted  under  the  various  Ministries 
had  to  bo  very  carefully  watched,  and  all  the  articles 
affected  by  these  particular  Government  regulations  had  to 
be  attended  to.  Each  of  the  Govornment  Departments  had 
to  be  visited,  the  oiBcials  had  to  be  seen,  and  negotiations 
had  to  take  place  wiCh  them  with  regard  to  the  supplies  of 
various  things.  I  think  that,  upon  the  whole,  we  have 
come  out  very  well  indeed  in  the  supply  of  materials,  even 
to  the  public.  Of  course,  one  of  the  biggest  stumbling- 
blocks  which  we  had  to  face  was  the  restricted  supply  of 
glycerin  and  the  alteration  of  the  formulas  in  glycerin- 
preparations  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  All  this  had  to  be 
contended  with.  I  do  not  know  whether  a  mistake  was 
made,  but  I  do  not  think  the  General  Medical  Council  were 
justified  in  making  the  changes  before  appealing  to  those 
who  knew  better  than  themselves  whether  it  was  neces- 
sary to  alter  these  things  at  all.  I  think  there  would  have 
been  plenty  of  glycerin  to  have  enabled  us  to  have  kept 
on  all  the  preparations  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  which  require 
glycerin  to  be  used  in  their  manufacture.  It  was  a  pity, 
therefore,  that  so  much  trouble  had  to  be  taken  and  thar 
so  many  things  had  to  be  altered — more,  indeed,  than  might 
otherwise  have  been  necessary. 

Oeganisation. 

The  Council  has  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  to  organisa- 
tion. That  blessed  word  ''  organisation,"  which  has  been 
in  the  mind  of  everyone  for  I  do  not  know  how  long  I 
But  now  we  have  reached  what  we  consider  a  very  fair 
state  of  progress  in  that  respect.  Wo  have  reached  very 
nearly  tho  state  of  perfection  required  by  the  very  latest 
Government  requirements  by  arranging  an  organisation  in 
the  country  for  a  particular  purpose — I  refer,  of  course,  to 
the  formation  of  a  representative  body  in  connection  with 
the  Industrial  Council.  I  think  you  will  be  satisfied  in 
this,  that  we  have  kept  off  the  Trade  Board  and  so 
arranged  matters  that  we  shall  have  an  Industrial  Council 
which  will  be  representative  of  employers  and  employed. 
The  assisted  training-  of  service  students  is  another  matter 
that  has  occupied  a  good  deal  of  consideration  and  a  good 
deal  of  time.  I  daresay  some  of  the  members  throughout 
the  country  are  perhaps  not  quite  satisfied  with  what  has 
Vicen  done.  The  Government  scheme  for  soldiers  and  sailors,, 
for  instance,  which  is  now  in  operation,  may  not  suit  every- 
body, and  what  we  have  done  in  connection  with  it  may 
not  meet  with  the  approval  of  some ;  but  we  had  to  do 
cur  bit  like  everyone  else  in  assisting  the  Government  as 
far  as  we  could,  and  that  we  have  done.  We  have  done 
one  thing  in  stepping  into  tho  breach  and  filling  up  tho 
vacancy  which  they  wanted  filled  up.  But  there  will  not 
bo  many  men  coming  in  under  the  discharged  soldiers  and 
sailors  scheme.  I  have  seen  some  of  those  who  are  coming 
in,  and  I  have  found  tliem  very  capable  men  indeed,  and 
they  may  turn  out  quite  all  right  so  far  as  pharmacy  is 
concerned.    In  any  case,  it  was  important  that  we  should 
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give  these  men  -nho  have  not  been  able  to  carry  on  their 
own  businesses  satisfactorily  in  consequence  of  what  they 
have  undergone  during  the  war  a  chance  of  -entering  another 
business  which  they  have  the  prospect  of  carrying  on 
satisfactorily  and  sucoessf ully.  In  this  sense  we  have  doiio 
well  for  those  who  have  done  well  for  us.  (Hear,  hear.) 
Apothecaries'  Assistants. 
The  proposed  new  by-law  under  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act,  which  has  been  read  a  first  time  before  the 
Council,  is  one  which  may  cause  a  little  bit  of  peculiar 
feeling  in  regard  to  its  being  passed.  Most,  if  not  all,  of 
you,  1  daresay,  have  read  the  by-law.  AVe  have  given  you 
the  exact  wording  as  we  have  thought  it  best  to  put  it 
there,  and,  while  it  has  been  drawn  up  in  that  particular 
v;ay,  it  is  not  with  the  full  satisfaction  and  approval  of 
the  Council  that  it  was  drawn  up  at  all.  You  know  that 
the  necessity  for  it  arises  from  the  difficult  conditions 
which  are  occasioned  by  the  wording  employed  in  a  par- 
ticular section  of  the  1908  Act.  We  thought  that  the  section 
there  dealing  with  the  apothecaries'  assistants  and  dis- 
pensers, Army  compoundei-s,  and  so  on,  was  a  permissive 
one.  It  now  turns  out  that  it  is  not  a  permissive  section, 
and  that  the  Privy  Council  have  insisted  upon  us  carrying 
out  to  the  very  letter  this  particular  portion  of  Section 4  (6) 
of  the  1908  Act,  and  we  have  had  to  put  it  into  effect  by 
drafting  a  new  by-law  to  meet  the  requirements  there  laid 
down.  We  have  done  so,  and  have  submitted  to  the  Privy 
Counoil  the  by-law  as  published  in  the  "  Journal  "  of 
May  10.  We  hope  that  it  will  meet  witJi  the  approval  of  the 
members  of  the  Society  throughout  'Great  Britain.  I  know, 
of  course,  that  it  is  open  to  discussion  as  to  whether  we 
have-  done  the  right  thing,  but  upon  due  consideration  of 
the  whole  facts  and  circumstances  I  feel  satisfied  that  if 
we  are  going  to  gain  anything  at  all  we  must  be  prepared 
to  give  something  in  return,  and  we  think  tha-t  we  have 
made  the  best  bargain  possible  under  the  conditions.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

Other  Society's  Affairs. 

The  Library  and  Museum  work  goes  on  just  about  the 
same,  and  the  North  British  Branch  carries  on  its  work 
extremely  well.  There  is  a  good  deal  to  lie  done  even  up 
there,  and  it  will  please  you  to  know  this,  I  feel  sure,  that 
•at  the  present  time  the  membership  of  the  Society  in  Scot- 
land is  bigger  than  it  h.is  ever  been  before.  That  is  some- 
thing. The  increase  has  been  thirty-seven.  The  member- 
ship on  the  roll  at  the  end  of  last  year  was  1,049;  this  year 
it  is  1,086,  showing  the  increase  I  Jiavo  mentioned  and  a 
membership  higher  than  it  has  ever  been.  I  hope  that 
that  increase  will  continue  and  that  we  shall  have  a  bigger 
membership  in  Scotland  than  even  now. 

With  regard  to  the  financial  side  of  the  Society,  well, 
that  IS  aJways  a  very  thorny  side.  I  know  that  a  great 
many  of  the  members  think  that  a  good  deal  of  the  money 
IS  wasted,  and  wasted  uselessly.  This  vear,  of  course,  there 
lias  been  a  considerable  amount  of  expenditure— a  good  deal 
ot  extra  expenditure.  But  everything-  is  dearer  now,  and 
Z?  ^^'^'1  ^^^"^  *°  ^^^^P  '^"^t'l  the  time's  in  this  respect. 
Wages  have  gone  up,  the  co=it  of  materials  has  gone  up, 
and  all  that  sort  of  thing.  The  increased  expenditure  is 
considerably  over  1,000/.  Now,  that  can  be  accounted  for 
m  many  ways,  but  particularly  in  those  I  have  indicated. 
On  the  other  hand,  we  have  had  decreases  in  certain  direc- 
tions, and  these  have  been  due  to  circumstances  which  arc 
quite  easily  explained.  For  instance,  if  we  take  tJie  salaries 
of  the  Secretary  and  Re-ristrar,  and  so  on,  we  see  that  there 
has  been  a  decrease  of  283/.,  which  is  accounted  for  bv  the 
fact  that  when  Mr.  Wooloock  was  leaving  he  had  five 
months'  salary  to  draw,  five  montlis  of  a  reduced  salary, 
and  that  effected  a  considerable  saving,  a  decrease  in  tlio 
expenditure,  I  think,  of  280/.  On  the  other  han<l.  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  wages  of  the  staff  all  over. 
(Hear,  hear.)  That  came  as  a  matter  of  necessity:  we 
could  not  heln  ourselves  in  that  i-espect,  because  everybody 
ha?  been  getting  more  money-«ven  the  chemists  have  been 
making  more  money  than  they  have  ever  done  in  their 
lives  before.  (.Hear,  hear.)  Arid  chemists  have  spent  more 
in  many  directions  and  in  many  ways. 

Of  course,  the  "  Journal  "  has  swallowed  up  a  lot  of 
nioney.    I  really  wish  I  could  see  some  way  to  get  the 

Journal  "  upon  some  other  footing.  (Applause.)  I 
should  like  the  ''  Journal,"  in  fact,  to  sstand  upon  its  own 
legs,  to  make  it  a  purely  commercial  transaction  alto- 
gether. (Hear,  hear.)  It  may  be  revolutionary  to  say  so--I 
do  not  know — but  T  have  been  alwavs  under  the  impres- 
S'on  _  that  to  give  the  "  Journal  "  free,  gratis,  and  for 
nothing  lo  all  the  members  and  student-associates  of  this 
Societv  is  a  very  heavy  tax  unon  the  financial  resources 
of  this  body,  because,  for  example,  when  a  student-associate 
gets  the  "Journal,"  which  it  costs  something  like  six  or 


seven  shillings  to  i^roduce  in  a  year,  and  his  annual  sub- 
scription is  only  half  a  guinea,  there  is  not  very  much  to- 
come  and  go  on  in  what  is  left.  I  do  think  some  means  or 
method  might  be  devised  whereby  a  good  deal  of  money 
might  be  saved  in  regard  to  the  '"  Journal." 

Another  direction  in  which  the  expenditure  has  increased 
during  the  past  year  is  that  of  the  travelling  expenses  of 
the  members  of  the  Council  in  attending  the  meetings.  But 
in  this  case,  as  in  others,  the  increase  could  not  be  avoided. 
The  railway  companies  had  to  put  up  their  faros,  an-d 
naturally  it  now  costs  more  for  the  Council  to  travel  than 
it  over  did  before.  . 

In  regard  to  stationorj%  printing,  and  office  expenses, 
the  increa-ses  are  just  on  the  usual  scale,  and  arc  princi- 
pally due  to  the  increased  cost  of  materia.].  All  these 
things  cannot  be  done  without  expense,  and  the  increases 
there,  as  in  the  other  instances,  could  not  bo  avoided.  On  the 
whole,  I  think  the  balance-sheet  is  fairly  satisfactory,  con- 
sidering the  conditions  through  which  we  have  been  passing, 
and  more  especially  from  the  fact  that  our  income  has  been 
diminished  considerably  by  the  remission  of  the  subscrip- 
tions of  those  men  who  were  fighting  for  us  at  the  Front. 
(Hear,  hear.)  We  kept  them  all  on  as  members  without 
asking  them  to  pay  their  subscriptions,  and  this  ha^  been 
fully  appreciated,  becavuse  wo  know  that  those  who  Have 
come  back  have  paid  their  current  subscriptions  and  feel 
very  grateful  for  what  we  have  done  for  them.  (Applause.) 

Bo  far  as  fees  for  examination  and  registration  are  con- 
cerned, there  are  large  incre-ases  in  all  of  these,  and  this 
year  there  will  be  a  very  big  increase  in  the  finances  of  tho 
Society  from  these  sources.  Indeed,  I  believe  that  this 
year  wo  will  get  back  pretty  nearly  to  the  normal  condi- 
tions. The  school  fees,  of  course,  will  increase  very  con- 
siderably during  this  approaching  year.  All  the  other  items 
of  increase  are  entirely  due,  as  I  have  said,  to  the  one 
particular  thing— tho  increased  cost  of  materials  and  pro- 
duction. 

Obitxjart. 

There  is  no  good  in  njy  wasting  your  time  in  going  over 
everything  mentioned  in  the  report  bit  by  bit,  but  before 
co'ncluding  I  have  to  draw  attention  to  the  obituary.  Wc 
have  always  someone  slipping  away.  We  have  lost  a  groat 
many  members  by  death  during  the  past  year.  The  list 
of  losses  suffered  by  the  Society  in  this  respect  is  published 
at  the  end  of  the  report.  Amongst  those  whoso  deaths 
have  occurred  were  three  or  four  very  prominent,  well- 
known,  and  very  efficient  men  who  have  rendered  good 
services  to  pharmacy— Sir  William  Crookes,  Sir  A.  Pedler 
Mr.  iS.  R.  Atkins,  a  Past -President  of  this  Society  and 
a  man  who  served  us  faithfully  and  well  during  all  the 
years  he  was  a  member  of  this  Council.  Wo  have  also 
lost  Mr.  F.  Harwood  Lescher  and  Mr.  W.  Lamond  Howie, 
two  of  our  a-uditors,  who  were  well  known  to  pharmacists 
not  only  in  London,  but  all  over  the  country ;  and  also 
a  man  whose  name  was  known  almost  world-wide— Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel E.  F.  Harrison,  who  left  a  very  glorious 
reputation  behind  him,  one  too  to  whom  we  hope  tq  do 
permanent  honour  in  this  building.  (Applause.)  Then 
we  have  also  lost  a  number  of  prominent  local  officers, 
including  Mr.  Breeze,  of  Plymouth ;  Mr.  J.  Dester,  of 
Aylsham;  Mr.  H.  E.  Ellis,  of  Welshpool;  Mr.  S.  Hewut, 
of  Ashton-under-Lyne ;  Mr.  W.  Hill,  of  Chorley ;  Mr. 
J.  H.  Matthews,  of  Loytonstone;  Mr.  J.  B.  Pater,  or 
Sheffield;  and  Mr.  G.  W.  Udale,  of  d.v.r-vell.  In  th-; 
ordinary  course  of  events  all  these  things  will  come  to  our 
turn,  and  probably  some  day  our  names  will  be  mentionc-d 
within  tho  four  walls  of  this  building  as  haying  passed 
away.  I  mention  these  names  on  this  occasion  because 
they  have  an  historic  interest  for  us.  And  now.  Ladies 
and  Gentlemen,  I  have  finished  all  I  have  got  to  say  in  the 
meantime,  and  I  have  the  very  greatest  pleasure  in  moving 
Th-at  tho  annual  report  and  statement  of  accounts  as 

published  be  received  and  adopted. 

The  Vice-President  (Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat)  formally 
seconded. 

Discussion. 

Tho  Presideut  then  intimated  that  the  annual  report  was 
open  for  discussion.  .    ,  t  i  >i  ^ 

Mr.  TIM.S  :  Who  owns  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal 
The  President:  Who  owns  it? 

Mr.  Tnis :  Yes,  who  owns  it  ?  Does  it  belong  to  the 
Society,  to  the  Editor,  or  to  the  members? 

The  President  :  It  belongs  to  the  Society. 

Mr.  Tims  :  W'ell  then,  sir,  I  cannot  understand  why  it 
does  not  publish  a  letter  to  which  reference  was  made  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist— ("  Hear,  hear,"  and  applause) 
— of  date  April  5.  I  know  nothing  about  the  o.-igin  of  the 
letter- 1  do  not  know  who  wrote  it — but  a  man  who  signed 
liimself  "  Dis?u.sted  Life^member  "  wrote  that  he  sent  a 
letter  to  the  "  Journal  "  about  the  by-law  regarding  the 
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admission  of  those  belonging  to  the  Apothecaries'  Hall, 
and  that  it  was  not  published  on  the  ground  that  the  criti- 
cism he  ottered  was  premature.  I  take  it,  after  all  is  said 
and  done,  that  a  member  of  the  Society  has  a  perfect  right 
to  send  a  letter  to  the  "Journal"  and  expect  to  have  it 
inserted  if  it  deals  with  the  affairs  of  the  Society.  I  do 
iiot  know  why  tlmt  letter  was  not  published,  unless  the 
^iociety  lias  mortgaged  the  •'Journal"  to  the  Apothe- 
<.'aries'  Hall.  (Laughter.) 

The  President  :  i  will  reply  to  this  question  later  on. 
Mr.  R.  W.  LiNDSEY  remarked  that  the  President,  in  the 
course  of  his  address,  said  that  the  proposed  by-law  with 
regard  to  apothecaries'  assistants  might,  perhaps,  cause  a 
little  peculiar  feeling  in  the  country.  With  that  observa- 
tion he  himself  entirely  agreed,  because  the  proposed  by- 
law involved  one  of  the  most  important  and  far-reaching 
matters  that  had  come  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society  for  a  very  long  time.  Since  1908  the  Council  had 
followed  the  definite  policy  that  the  section  of  the  Act 
zef erred  to  was  permissive,  and  not  mandatory.  Now  they 
had  changed  their  attitude  altogether,  and  submitted  to 
members  of  the  Society  a  now  proposal,  with  the  statement 
that  they  had  gained.  But  what  had  they  gained?  Their 
strongest  point  hitherto  had  been  that  admission  to  mem- 
bership -was  obtained  by  examination,  and  examination 
only.  (Applause.)  Now  it  was  proposed  to  set  up  a.  fresh 
precedent — to  admit  people  who  had  not  passed  the  Quali- 
lying  examination.  It  was  quite  obvious  that  within  a 
very  short  time  attempts  would  be  made  by  unqualified 
drug-store  dealers  and^  unregistered  assistants,  through 
legislation,  to  get  registration,  and  they  would  use  the 
proposed  by-law  as  a  very  powerful  weapon  in  fighting  for 
that  object.  As  pharmacists  they  must  not  blind  themselves 
to  that  fact.  Those  people  were  armed  now ;  previously 
Shey  w-ere  unarmed.  They  could  say,  if  the  by-law  were 
passed,  that  the  Society  had  admitted  to  its  Register  men 
in  institutions  who  had  never  come  in  contact  with  that 
'form  of  pharmacy  for  which  the  law  said  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  qualification  was  required — viz.,'  the  sale 
of  poisons.  (Applause.)  It  was  useless  members  of  the 
Society  blinding-  themselves  to  the  fact  that  under  the  pro- 
posed by-law  they  were  moving  from  a  position  where  they 
were  subject  only  to  a  little  sniping  to  one  where  machine- 
guns  could  open  on  them.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  desired  to 
ask  the  President  whether,  at  the  special  meeting  of  the 
members  at  which  a  vote  would  be  taken  on  the  by-law,  a 
-copy  of  the  regulations  a,nd  institutions  proposed  to  be 
approved  would  be  placed  on  the  table,  and  would  be  read 
to  the  members.  He  also  asked  whether  the  regulations 
provisionally  approved  by  the  Privy  Council  would  come 
before  the  meeting,  and  be  open  to  the  perusal  of  members. 
Before  they  voted  members  desired  to  know  exactly  what 
their  position  was.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr,  J.  Ingham,  speaking  from  the  back  benches,  was 
understood  to  s-ay  that  he  liad  a  strong  fo=ling  that  if  the 
letter  referred  to  by  Mr.  Tims  had  appeared  in  the  phar- 
maceutical Press  last  week  it  might  have  greatly  influenced 
members  in  any  vote  they  might  be  asked  to  give  on  that 
occasion.  Personally,  he  would  rather  that  the  by-law 
should  bo  defeated,  than  that  by  its  adoption  those  who 
are  unqualified  should  be  admitted  to  registration  under  it. 
Indeed,  he  should  prefer  to  see  the  whole  of  the  1908  A.';t 
entirely  repealed  than  that  such  a  thing  should  take  place. 
After  all,  he  had  failed  to  discover  one  atom  of  good  th?it 
Ibad  been  derived  by  the  pharmacist  from  what  he  would 
call  an  entirely  useless  and  unnecessary  Act.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Tims  remarked  that  at  a  previous  meeting  he  had 
asked  Mr.  White,  a  former  President,  whether  Section  4  (h) 
of  the  Act  of  1908  was  permissive  or  compulsory,  and  the 
reply  he  received  was  that  it  was  permissive.  Now  it  was 
suddenly  discovered  to  be  compulsory.  "  Who  are  the 
Privy  Council  ?  Who  elected  thiem  ?  And  what  power  have 
vhey  got  to  compel  us  as  a  Society  to  admit  apothecaries' 
-assistants?  "  Mr.  Tims  went  on  to  inquire.  The  President 
in  his  address  had  stated  that  a  great  alteration  had  been 
made  in  the  Society's  examinations,  and  that  when  it  became 
operative  it  would  be  an  easy  thing  for  anyone  of  ordinary 
talent  to  pass  them.  The  President  bad  not  actually  used 
those  words,  but  he  really  meant  what  they  conveyfd. 
(Laughter.)  No  attempt  had  been  made  to  alter  the  regula- 
tions regarding  admission  to  the  medical  profession  for  the 
benefit  of  apothecaries'  assistants,  and  why  should  those 
regarding  admission  to  pharmacy  nov,'  b^  altered?  Was 
there  to  be  any  finality  alxiut  this  thing  ?  In  that  question 
lay  the  crux  of  thi°  whole  matter.  Had  they  any  valid 
•assurance  that  the  Privy  Council  would  not,  as  a  result  of 
the  adoption,  of  the  by-law,  next  say  to  the  Society  thnt 
thev  were  to  admit  to  membership  Army  oomoounders  and 
others?  As  a  matter  of  fact,  he  very  much  doubted  if  the 
Council  had  any  valid  assurance  on  anything.    In  order  to 


cover  the  deficit  caused  by  the  "Journal"  Mr.  Tims  sug- 
gested that  the  annual  membership  subscription  should  bo. 
increased  to  a  guinea  and  a  half.  Ihe  thought  liad  occurred 
to  some  of  them  that  they  should  separate  themstlves  froni 
a  Society  which,  had  anything  to  do  with  a  Government 
Uepartment  and  form  another  which  would  control  its  own 
officers.  He  was  not  so  sure  that  if  the  bv-kiw  wero  iiassed 
an  absolutely  independent  body  solidly  consisting-  uf  chemists 
and  di-ugo:ists,  and  entirely  outside  the  Piiannaoeutical 
bociety,  might  not  be  formed. 

jNlr.  G.  J.  Knight,  who  was  received  with  applause,  de- 
scribed the  proceedings  as  "  rather  slow,"  and  suggested 
that  in  their  attitude  towards  the  proposed  bv-law  members 
should  adopt  the  motto  frequently  associated  with  the  thistle 
JNenio  mo  impune  lacessit."  (Laughter.)  That,  he 
thought,  was  the  spirit  in  which  they  should  make  them- 
selves regarded  by  the  Privy  Council  and  others.  Who 
after  all,  were  the  people  who  called  themsdves  the  Privy 
Council?  They  issued  proclamations  describing  themselves 
as  "  His  Majesty's  Privy  Council,"  and  concluded  them  all 
with  '  God  Save  the  King,"  which  he  thought  was  verv 
necessary.  (Loud  laughter.)  He  covmsolled  the  Society  to 
assert  its  position  in  face  of  the  dictates  of  the  Privy 
Council,  or  else  take  its  charter,  with  due  solemnity,  into 
tha  adjoining  enclosure  and  pharmaceutically  incinerate  it. 
(Laughter.)  That  charter  would  be  absolutely  useless  to 
them  if  they  allowed  a  crowd  of  unqualified  people  to  b© 
admitted  to  the  Register.  The  passing  of  the  by-law  -«'ouId 
not  only  be  the  insertion  of  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge,  but 
the  ripple  of  an  inrushing  tide.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  HiGGS  raised  the  objection  that  th.e  meeting  had  not 
been  ciaUed  to  discuss  the  by-law. 

The  Peesident  stated  that  if  anyone  had  used  the  ex- 
pression "  repression  of  discussion "  with  reference  to  re- 
marks on  the  proposed  by-law  he  had  made  a  very  great 
mistake.  He  had  not  attempted  to  repress  anybody  or  any- 
thing. It  was  the  privilege  of  any  member  to  discuss  any 
point  raised  in  the  report. 

Mr.  HiGGS,  proceeding,  expressed  rSgret  that  effect  had 
not  been  given  to  the  suggestion  made  at  previous  annual 
meetings  that  the  assets  of  the  Society  should  be  entered 
in  the  financial  statement  at  market  and  not  at  par  value. 
Consols,  he  pointed  out,  are  now  worth  about  56i,  and  on 
this  basis  it  would  not  be  difficult  for  the  Secretary, 
Accountant,  and  Auditor  to  adjust  the  value  of  the  assets 
in  the  form  of  Consols  which  appeared  in  the  balance- 
sheet.  With  reference  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  Bill  in 
Parliament,  he  hoped  the  Secretary  w-ould  see  to  it' 
that  nothing  -ivas  introduced  in  future  legislation  that 
would  be  hurtful  to  the  business  of  the  chemist  and 
druggist.  Having  advocated  the  continuance  of  early 
closing,  Mr.  Hisgs  urged  that  efforts  to  secure  in- 
creased jfoes  for  dispensing  under  Health  Insurance  should 
be  continued,  and,  dealing  with  the  proposed  by-law, 
thought  the.  Council  are  in  honour  bound  to  carry  out  the 
condition  stipulated  In  Section  4  (&)  of  the  1908  Act.  (Hear, 
hear.)  It  was  a  bargain  made  for  the  passing  of  the 
Act,  and  they  ought  to  abide  by  its  terms.  One  thing  he 
should  have  liked  to  have  seen  the  Council  do,  and  that 
ivas  to  take  action  for  securing  the  registration  of  drug- 
stores. He  thought  the  time  was  ripe  for  the  Society  to 
promote  a  Bill  Droviding  for  such  a  registration  as  was  in 
operation  in  Ireland,  so  that  no  one  could  sell  drugs  unless 
he  was  registered.  At  present  anyone  could  open  a  drug- 
store. Concluding,  Mr.  Higgs  took  the  opportunity  of 
congratulating  the  Secretary  on  the  great  honour  conferred 
upon  him. 

Miss  Andhe-ws  inquired  if  the  North  British  Branch  ot 
the  Society  had  turned  down  the  proposed  by-law,  and,  if 
it  were  so,  wo'ild  the  President  state  the  reasons  its  members 
had  for  so  doing  ? 

The  President  renlied  that  the  by-law  had  not  been  dealt 
with  by  the  North  British  Executive. 

Mr.  F.  Cheeey  thought  that  by  the  adoption  of  the  by-law 
the  Society  would  give  up  that  part  of  its  Charter  by  which 
it  was  regarded  as  being  the  guardian  of  the  public.  If 
those  who  dispensed  in  public  institutions  w-ere  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  membership  without  examination,  there  was  no 
reason  why  boys  who  did  dispensing  for  a  doctor  should 
not  also  make  a  claim  for  admission. 

Mr.  T.  M.\RNs  stated  that  he  attended  a  meeting  at 
Southampton  about  a  fortnight  ago,  at  which  reprosenta^ 
fives  of  the  Society  were  specially  invited  to  be  present. 
One  gentleman .  stated  that  he  had  served  an  apprenticeship 
of  five  years,  and  he  also  read  a  letter  from  a  doctor  for 
whom  he  had  dispensed  for  five  yea.vs  to  the  effect  that  he 
had  during  that  time  dispensed  many  thousands,  of  pre- 
scriptions -without  a  mistake,  and  he  now  conducted  a.  good, 
straight  business  with  a  ding-store,   in  which  he  did  a 
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business  worth  501.  a  wc;ek.  That  gentleman,  a  member  of 
the  Incorporated  Society  of  Drug  ritores,  stated  that  that 
organisation  had  powerful  friends  in  Parliament,  and  that 
its  members  were  to  make  strong-  efforts  to  get  the  same 
right  as  w-as  proposed  to  be  given  to  Apothecaries'  Hall 
people.  What  position,  Mr.  Mams  asked,  was  the  Council 
,  to  take  with  regard  to  those  people  ? 

The  Pbesident  said  that  before  going  any  further  into 
the  question  of  the  by-law,  which  seemed  to  be  the  one 
great  blot  in  the  reporc,  he  proposed  to  make  the  meeting 
an  offer.  If  it  was  their  wisn,  after  the  business  was  com- 
pleted, to  wait  behind  and  form  themselves  into  a  private 
meeting,  the  Council  would,  perhaps,  be  able  to  give  them 
some  information  which  they  did  not  at  that  time  possess 
as  to  what  had  induced  the  Council  to  draw  up  the  ty-law 
in  that  particular  form.  A  number  of  them  had  been  talk- 
ing about  matters  which  they  did  not  quite  understand,  and 
therefore  he  made  them  the  offer  he  did. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  Cliairman's  offer 
should  be  accepted. 

The  Peesident,  in  replying  to  the  discussion,  stated  that 
the  reason  why  the  letter  r^ferred  to  by  Mr.  Tims  was 
not  published  was  that  lat  the  time  it  was  sent  in 
the  by-law  to  which  it  referred  had  not  been  drawn  up. — 
(Mr.  Tims  :  "That's  not  good  enough,"  and  cries  of 
"  Chair  !  ")  In  reply  to  Mr.  Lindsay,  he  had  to  say  that  the 
regulations  and  list  of  institutions  would  be  placed  before 
the  members  before  they  were  asked  to  adopt  the  by-law. 
The  President  then  went  on  to  enlarge  once  more  upon 
the  work  the  Council  had  covered  during  the  past  year,  and 
followed  up  by  remarking  that  he  .could  not  put  the  resolu- 
tion for  the  adoption  of  the  report  without  making  some 
reference  to  the  enormous  amount  of  work  which  had  been 
done  by  the  ofHcials,  from  the  Secretary  downwards.  Touch- 
ing on  the  distinction  confen'ed  upon  the  Secretary,  he  re- 
marked that  no  man  connected  with  pharmacy  more  deserved 
the  honour  than  the  Secretary  did.  Having  commended 
Mr.  Chater,  Mr.  Mallinson,  and  Mr.  Moon  for  their  arduous 
labours  in  the  interests  of  the  Society,  the  President  re- 
ferred to  the  presence  with  them  of  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill, 
Secretary  of  the  North  British  Branch,  remaikin^  that  that 
gentlemen  would  not  have  travelled  to  Loi'don  unless  he 
had  been  on  most  important  business.  Concluding,  he 
said  the  Society  is  progressing  satisfactorily,  and  then  put 
the  resolution  for  the  adoption  of  the  annual  report,  which 
was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  President  then  announced  tlipt  as  there  had  been  no 
election  for  the  Council  this  year  the  seven  members  who 
retired  had  been  re-elected,  and  he  so  declared  them. 

AUDITOES. 

On  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  the  Vice- 
President,  the  following  resolution  was  formally  adopted:  — 
That  the  following,  having  been  duly  nominated,  he  ■ 
elected  auditors  for  the  ensuing  year :  George  Bult 
Francis,  Wm.  H.  Gibson.  Jamjs  Stuart  Hills,  Thomas  E. 
Lescher,  and  Edgar  J.  Millard. 

The  President,  in  concluding  the  proceedings,  said  that 
the  various  registers  were  open  for  inspection. 

A  private  meeting  of  members  was  then  held  for  the  pur- 
pose of  hearing  a  statement  of  the  grounds  the  Council 
have  for  submitting  the  by-law  referred  to  in  the  discussion. 


Council-meeting. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  May  21 
at  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.    The  chair  was 
■  occupied  by  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  the  President.    A  letter  was 
read  from  Mr.  William  H.  QuarreU,  solicitor  of  the  Society, 
in  the  following  terms  : 
•   On  March  5,  1918,  I  completed   fifteen   years  of  my 
pleasant  connection  with  the  Phiarniaceutical   Society  of 
Great  Britain.    In  March  1918  the  minds  of  all  •  of  us 
were  intent  upon  important  and  serious  matters,  and  are 
so  still,  but  with  the  horizon  now  happily  more  clear  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  Council  to  do  me  the  honour  of 
accepting  a  small  object  which  may,  perhaps,  occasionally 
ornament  their  fable — a  small  bowl  of  Sheffield  plate,  set 
with  George  III.  silver  coins,  which  I  now  send  you.  If 
the  Council  will  accept  it  to  mark  the  date  above  men- 
tioned I  shall  be  pleased. 
It  was  agi-eed  to  accept  the  gift,  a.ncl  that  the  tloanks  of 
the  Council  be  tendered  to  Mr.  Ouarrell  for  it.      It  was 
formally  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  that  sixteen  persons 
whose  names  were  given  should  be  elected  members  of  the 
Society,  that  157  student-associates  should  be  elected,  and 
that  a  Large  number  should  be  restored  to  membership  of 
the  Society.  ■  The  report  of  the  Library,  jNIuseum,  and  House 
Committee  was  adopted.    The  Council  then  proceeded  to 
Arrange  the  business  of  the  annual  meeting. 


Trade  Report. 


42  Cannon  Street,  B.C.  4,  May  22,  3  p.m. 

The  distinct  revival  in  the  chemical,  drug,  and  produce 
trades,  especially  on  export  account,  continues.  The  Con- 
tinent now  appears  to  be  buying  steadilj-,  and  orders  aro 
o'  a  more  miscellaneous  character.  Inquiries  are  also  being 
received  from  the  occupied  territories  in  Germany  and 
Czecho-Slovakia.  Among  drugs;  ipecacuanha  and  carda- 
moms continue  to  appreciate  in  value.  Balsam  tolu  is 
firmer,  Peru  being  steady.  Belgian  chamomiles  aro  easier 
and  gentian  is  tending  firmer,  owing  to  the  rise  in  Spdnish 
freights.  Clove  oil  has  had  a  rapid  rise,  following  th& 
spice ;  star-anise  and  lemon  oils  are  easier,  while  bergamot 
and  orange  are  steady.  Turkey  opium  is  lower,  with  fairly 
plentiful  supplies;  the  opium  alkaloids  are,  however,  un- 
cli.anged.  Kine  tragacanth  is  praotically  unobtainable- 
Menthol  and  oil  of  Japanese  mint  are  firm.  Camphor  slabs 
are  very  scarce  and  dearer.  The  tendency  in  the  fine- 
chemical  group  is  still  downwards,  but  it  is  conjectured 
that  with  the  revival  in  export  demand  prices  have  reached 
a  point  where  a  recovery  may  reasonably  be  expected  ;  this 
applies  especially  to  products  like  salicylic  acid,  phenacotin, 
resorcin,  hydroquinone,  and  bromides.  A  further  reduc- 
tion has  taken  place  in  aspirin  :  barbitone  is  also  cheaper, 
likewise  methyl  salicylate,  diamidophenol,  tannic  acid, 
heliotropin,  and  coumarin.

Resorcin  is  selling  more  freely  at  tho  i^revious  price  of 
20s.  per  lb.  for  spot  i>arcels. 

iSaccharin. — Prices  remain  very  irregular  on  the  spot 
owing  to  the  stocks  in  the  hands  of  firms  outside  the 
chemical  trade.  There  are  plenty  of  buyers  at  10s.  per  lb. 
in  bond,  but  it  is  difficult  to  find  any  offers  of  American  550 
below  20s.,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  outside  lots.  The 
British  Covernment  price  is  also  20s.  in  bond.  After  Sep- 
tember 1  the  Excise  duty  and  the  Customs  duty  on  sac- 
charin imported  from  the  British  Empire  will  be  110s.  per 
lb.,  against  150s.  on  saccharin  imported  from  foreign 
countries.  Meanwhile,  importation  is  prohibited  except 
under  licence.

3(/.  per  lb.  for  single  bales, 
which  is  a  considerable  advance  on  previous  prices,  as 
recent  business  has  been  done  at  about  6s. 

Shell.vc  is  quiet,  but  prices  aro  again  higher  on  the  week, 
the  usual  standard  TN  Orange  ciuality  offering  at  510s.  to 
515s.,  with  spot  sales  at  these  figures.  TN  for  delivery  is 
cheaper,  tho  sales  including  August  at  515s.  to  510s.  to  312s., 
and  October  at  5O0s. 

£k)DA  Hyposulphite. — Pea  crystals  of  American  miake  offer 
at  22/.  10s.  per  ton. 

Soda  S.^licylate  isi  unchanged  at  from  2s.  bd.  to  2s.  9c/. 
per  lb.  for  B.P.  powder. 

SuLPHOCARBOL.iTES. — Both  sodium  and  zinc  are  quoted  at 
2s.  per  lb. 

Sulphonal  is  almost  unobtainable  on  the  spot,  while  to 
come  forward  from  67s.  6c/.  to  70s.  per  lb.  is  quoted. 

Tamarinds.— Buyers  have  been  holding  off  anticipating 
lower  prices.  Good  Barbados  in  bond  are  offered  at  65s. 
and  Antiguas  at  55s.  in  bond.  East  Indian  now  afloat  are 
offered  at  55s. 

Tannic  Acid. — The  reduction  in  the  price  of  galls  enables 
makers  to  modify  their  prices  for  Icviss,  which  is  now 
cjuoted  at  from  8s.  5c/.  to  8-?.  5f/.  per  lb.,  as  to  quantity. 

Tartar  Emetic  is  quoted  at  3s.  9d.  per  lb.  for  43  to  44  per 
cent,  powder. 

Terpineol  is  available  in  fair  quantities,  1  cwt.  lots  offering 
at  4s.  per  lb. 

Tragacanth. — Fine  white  druggists'  quality  is  now  un- 
obtainaV)le  at  the  moment,  and  extremely  high  prices  have 
been  pa.id  for  single  cases.  Some  consignments  on  the  way 
are  expected  to  meet  with  a  ready  sale. 
•  Turpentine. — The  market  has  developed  surprising 
strength  in  contrast  to  the  recent  sharn  downward  tendency 
in  forward  positions  in  anticination  of  a  steady  growth  in 
the  arrivals  from  America.  For  one  thinsr,  the  American 
price  has  risen  appreciablv  of  late,  while  the  receipts  from 
Southern  ports  have  not  increased  much.  The  honie-trado 
demand  has  become  more  active,  and  consumers  in  the 
naint  and  varnish  trades  have  pvesumablv  been  influenced 
hj  strong  rising  markets  for  seed  oils.  Tliis  development,

j  7iNC  Products. — The  tendf>ncy  igenerallv  is  unsettled, 
under  the  continuous  accumula.tion  of  spelter  in  America, 
this  country,  and  France,  but  the  production  of  the  metal 

'  is  being  so  much  curtailed  that  the  price  of  forward  metal 
has  now  gone  to  a  premium,  and  this  may  have  some 
effect  in  checking  a  further  fall.  Tho  chiof  brands  of 
homo  zinc  oxide  have  not  been  affected  latelv,  quotations 
having  boon  maintained  at  70/.  to  85/.  per  ton  delivered 
London.  There  is  an  increased  demand  for  zinc  white, 
which  costs  about  45/.  per  ton.  - 
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Registering  Apothecaries'  Assistants. 

Sib, — The  new  by-law,  which  seeks  to  (admit  holders  of 
the  apothecaries'  assistants'  ctrtihcate  to  thc3  roll  of 
chemises  and  druggists  without  examination,  is  unjust  to 
the  trade  as  a  whole.  I  think  that  it  would  be  better 
and  safer  to  admit  men  who  have  had  over  twenty  years' 
practical  experience  in  {jharmacies,  have  served  a  regular 
apprenticeship  with  a  pharmacist,  passed  the  old  Pr-e- 
liminary  exiamination,  taken  the  regulation  studies  for  the 
Minor,  and  duly  present-ed  -themselves  for  examination 
either  at  Galen  Place  or  York  Place.  All  the  failures  oi  the 
"  unqualilied "  have  not  been  tha'ough  lack  of  knowledge 
before  the  exa^miners,  as  personally  1  have  been  through 
the  whole  examination  twice  and  then  been  turned  do>vn 
by  practically  the  '"  spin  of  the  coin";  and,  moreover,  com- 
plimented in  regard  to  my  practical  pharmacy.  No  doubt 
there  are  many  similar  cases,  but  still  we  arc  classed  with 
the  "  unqualified,"  and  ignored.  Who  would  be  better  to 
keep  open  shop  or  have  the  care  of  dispensing  poisons — the 
man  who  has  everyday  contact  with  the  dispensing  of  physi- 
cians' prescriptions  (not  stock  solutions),  or  those  referred 
to  in  Section  B  of  the  by-law  ?  Apart  from  that,  I  think 
it  most  unfair  to  the  registered  men  who  like  myself  have 
paid  their  money  and  taken  their  chance,  after  the  money 
spent  in  tuition  and  examination  fees,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  additional  expenses  incurred  while  studying,  and  now 
a  certain  amount  of  their  return  is  going  to  be  taken  away 
by  an  over-loaded  market.  The  Society  seem  to  be  able  to 
do  anything  for  outsiders,  but  very  littlo  in  the  way  of 
progress  for  the  active  members  of  the  trade. — Yours,  etc., 

JUSTITIA.  (160/18.) 

Sib, — Shortly  before  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1903,  a  special  meeting  of  chemists  wa.3  convened  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  at  which  we  were  told  that  the 
title  "chemist"  did  not  belong  to  us.  A  pack  of  nonsense 
was  uttered  by  Mr.  Ncathercoat,  lamd  .a  motion  (cut-and- 
i.dried)  was  proposed  and  carried  before  many  of  us  got  a. 
chance  to  speak.  The  companies  wanted  legal  sanction  to 
use  the  title,  so  the  Privy  Council  frightened  the  Pharmia- 
ceutical  Council  into  acquiescence.  Like  childi-en  with  a 
new  coin  our  opposition  was  bought  over  or  bartered  by 
the  promise  of  the  fascinating  title  "  pharmacist,"  which 
will  never  be  worth  a  nap  to  anybody.  "The  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  ever  weak,  wei'e  bluffed,  and  we  were  sold.  The 
President  now  says,  "  He  had  to  remind  them  that  to  get 
something,  something  must  be  given."  Yes,  they  will  be 
giving  away  our  titles  at  fourteen  guineas  apiece  to  persons 
who  have  no  more  moral  or  legal  right  to  them  than  we 
have  to  M.D.  Will  Mr.  AVhite,  who  refers  to  the  benefits 
derived  from  the  1908  Act,  kindly  tell  us  what  those  benefits 
wire,  besides  legal  sanction  to  companies  to  usurp  our  title  ? 
Mr.  White  says;  "At  the  time  the  provision  was  inserted 
in  the  Bill  they  were  assured  that  it  was  entirely  '  per- 
missive,' and  subsequent  authoritative  legal  advice  had 
confirmed  this  view."  Then  why  worry?  Let  the  Privy 
Council  do  their  worst.  Thev  always  have  done,  and  always 
will,  unless  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  show  a  Jjttle  more 
grit  and  less  cowardice.  Brother  chemists,  wake  up  !  The 
usual  retrograde  step  is  being  taken.  A  dangerous  prece- 
dent is  being  enacted.  First  companies  and  nurserymen,  then 
the  unqualified,  and  next  you  will  find  Army  compounders, 
nurses,  and  midwives  all  clamouring  for  I'eeognition  as 
chemists  and  druggists.  Urge  every  Association  throughout 
the  country  to  bombard  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  with 
their  vigorous  pro'tests  against  this  unwarrantable  and  dan- 
gerous precedent.  Let  the  officials  of  the  Privy  Council  be 
defied  on  the  grounds  of  common  sense,  lustioe,  and  public 
policy.  If  this  fails,  and  thev  carry  out  their  threat,  no 
future  Act  of  Parliament  could  ever  mnke  the  conditions  of 
pharmacy  worse  than  they  now  are. — Yours  faithfullv.

S'lE. — I  am  sure  your  readers  in  general  are  grateful  to 
you  for  ,  the  able  and  complete  article  setting  forth  the 
case  for  and  against  the  admittance  of  apothecaries' 
assistants  to  the  Register  of  Ch-^mists  and  Druggists,  as 
threatened  in  the  recently  read  by-law.  .  .  .  One  is  a  little 
concerned  at  the  easy  assurance  of  the  statement  of  the 
President,  that  only  a  limited  number  can  a-ain  registration 
by  this  means.  Lfpon  what  authority  does  Mr.  Currie  make 
this  statement?  If  he  is  guided  by  the  same  genius  that 
assured  him  of  the  optional  nature  of  -Section  4  (h)  of  the 


1908  Act,  wo  shall  doubtless  soon  be  awakened  to  the  fact 
that  the  Privy  Council  is  not  at  all  pre^iared  to  accept  such 
limitations.  This  monstrous  by-law  is  the  embodiment  ot 
injustice  to  practically  all  concerned.  The  public  should 
have  the  protection  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.as 
chartered  to  afford  them  srom  incompetent  imposition.  The 
pharmacist  should  have  secured  to  him  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges which  his  industry  and  application  have  gained;  and 
unqualified  assistants  who  have  served  regular  appreniice- 
sliips  should  not  be  superseded  by  a  body  of  men  who, 
generally  speaking,  are  not  their  peers  in  pharmaoy  and 
cognate  matters,  and  very  often  are  their  inferiors  in 
general  education.  It  is  not  even  just  to  apothecaries' 
assistants  who  have  passed  their  examinations  subsequently 
to  1900,  which  year  witnessed  the  commencement  of  a 
gradual  increase  in  the  stringency  oi  recpiirements,  which 
are — Heaven  knows  ! — trivial  enough  even  now.  Having 
had  their  mandate  from  the  apothecaries'  assistants  with 
su,ch  apparent  success,  I  think  that  it  is  now  time  for 
members  of  the  Society  to  raise  their  voices  at  the  general 
meeting  to  demand  that  no  further  action  be  taken  in  the 
matter.  I  should  like  to  see  the  Secretai-y  of  every  live 
Association  in  the  country  obtain  the  signature  of  every 
phaiunacisit  (actual  and  potential)  to  a  memorandum  calling 
upon  the  Council  to  defy,  if  \ necessary,  the  Privy  Council 
in  this  matter,  if  they  are  so  -blind  to  the  public  needs  as 
to  request  such  an  iniquitous  measure.  ...  If  this  injustice 
is  perpetrated,  I  fear  that  Mr.  Whit.e,  who  appears  to  be 
chief  apologist  for  this  legislative  freak,  will  find  it  difficult 
for  pharmacists  to  summon  up  enough  vertebral  activity  to 
become  erect  again  aiter  "  bending  their  backs  "  during  this 
latest  exhibition  of  passivity.  I  trust  that  the  voices  of  the 
stalwart  trio  who  opposed  this  motion  in  the  Council 
Chamber  will  again  be  heard  in  this  matter,  and  be  sup- 
ported unanimously  by  the  rank  and  file,  who  should  at 
once  show  their' hostility  to  this  new  danger.

Drug-trade  Union. 

SlE, — The  few  truths  which  I  contributed  (C.  cO  D.,  May  10, 
p.  70)  with  regard  to  the  useltissness  of  •  the  proposed 
National  Association  of  Assistants,  originated  in  Man- 
chest'tr,  have  apparently  fallen  upon  deaf  ears,  at  any  rate 
so  far  as  the  leaders  of  the  Manchester  Chemists'  Assistants' 
Association  are  concerned.  They  still  maintain  their  asser- 
tion that  an  association  of  assistants  will  be  recognised  by 
the  Government,  and  do  not  hesitate  to  contradict  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  and  the  ]Ministry  of  Labour  when 
these  plainly  state  that  none  but  trade  unions  will  be  , recog- 
nised. All  this  bears  out  what  I  said  regarding  the  leaders 
of  this  movement,  and  if  I  had  no  object  in  vitw  but  their 
conversion,  then  my  time  would  indeed  be  wasted,  and  I 
should  perish  through  weariness.  As  these  gentlemen  arc 
usually  led  by  the  nose  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  the 
following  would  no  doubt  be  like  a  bombshell  to  them. 
Sir  William  Glyn-Jones,  at  a  meeting  in  London  (C  ct  D.. 
May  10,  p.  50)  said,  "  Speaking  of  the  prejudices  against, 
trade  unionism,  chemists  have  been  fools  not  to  learn  from 
the  working  men  the  value  of  co-operation.  ...  I  have 
been  sent  officially  to  encourage  chemists'  assistants  to  join 
a  union."  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  Svarn  assistants  at  a 
distance  from  Manchester  to  beware  of  the  leadership  of 
the  Manchester  C.A.A.  Assistants  in  Manchester  need 
no  such  warning,  for  the  fact  that  not  5  per  cent,  of  them 
are  members  of  the  Manchester  C.A.A.  speaks  for  itself. 
It  any  further  evidence  were  needed  I  think  the  following 
will  supply  it.  About  two  months  ago  an  important  meet- 
ing of  the  Manchester  C.A.A.  was  held,  and  postcards  were 
sent  out  broadcast  inviting  assistants  to  the  meeting.  At 
the  hour  appointed  the  grand  total  of  nine  solemnly 
assembled,  and  these  included  the  Chairman,  speaker, 
audience,  and  the  two  watching  delegates  from  the  Em- 
plovers'  Association.  Such  is  the  estimate  placed  upon  the 
Manchester  C.A.A.  bv  the  assistants  of  Manchester.  Mr. 
Livesev,  instead  of  dealing  with  the  points  I  advanced, 
introduces  Red  Cross  work,"  National  Health  Insurance,  the 
Chemists'  Friendly  Society  ;  in  fact,  anything  but  the  points 
under  discussion.  My  description  of  th"  Manchester  Phar- 
maceutical Association  as  the  Chemist  Employers'  Associa- 
tion was  not  due  to  iffnorance,  as  ]\Tr.  Livesey  assumes,  but 
was  intentional.  On  his  own  figiircs  it  represents  90  per  cent, 
of  the  emplovers,  and  therefore  my  name  for  it  is  the  correct 
one.  Mr.  Livesey  and  his  colleagues  will  be  rudelv 
awakened  some  dav  to  the  fact  th.-it  it  is  the  employers 
section  of  any  Trad"  Bonrd  or  Council  which  may  be  set  up. 
Furtl--"rmore,'  the  Manchester  C.A.A.  is  under  the  segis  of 
th-^  Pharmaceutical  Association,  who  loricrinated  it,  and 
tried  to  shepherd  the  assistants  into  it  to  nrevent  th;pi 
bc^oniincr  a,  jxiwer  in  the  Emr-loyers'  Association.  I  am 
not  speaking  of  what  I  do  not  know,  for  I  was  present  at 
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tlte  meeting  w-hcii  this  was  done ;  many  years  ago  it  is  now. 
1  also  question  vi.ry  mucli  wlietlier  an  as^isiaiiD  is  eligible 
at  tha  ijrcsent  moment  for  election  on  the  Jimp.oyers'  Asso- 
ciation. In  any  case,  it  is  an  absurd  position  ior  anyone 
to  be  ill  to  be  a  memfc>er  of  an  employers'  and  assistants' 
i'.ssociatioii  at  the  same  time.  And  this  is  the  position 
which  Mr.  Livcsey  admits  himself  and  three  of  his  Com- 
inittej  to  be  in.  Just  try  to  imagine  Mr.  Smillie,  of  the 
Miners'  Federation,  being  a  member  of  an  association  of 
coal-owners,  comprising  the  dukes  and  lords  who  own  the 
mines,  and  yet  claiming  to  lead  the  men  at  one  and  the 
.same  time,  and  then  we  have  a  laint  idea  of  the  impossible 
task  which  Mr.  Livesey  and  his  colleagues  lare  undertaking. 
Fortunately  wo  are  not  all  the  chi.d-like  innocents  that 
Mr.  Livesey  thinks  we  are,  and  remember  the  old  proverb, 
^' '  Just  walk  into  my  parlour,'  said  the  spider  to  the  fly." 
I  think  I  have  said  enough  to  convinoa  any  fair-minded 
man  of  the  utter  uselessness  of  any  proposals  emanating 
from  such  a  source.  Mr.  Livesey's  letter  is  a  mass  of  con- 
tradictions, for  in  one  part  he  says  that  the  assistants  are 
in  DO  way  connecttd  with  the  Employers'  Association  and 
in  the  next  breath  informs  us  that  three  of  his  Committee 
are  members  of  the  Employers'  Association.  I  reiterate 
the  message  of  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  to  the  assistants  of 
Great  Brihain,  and  exhort  them  not  to  be  fooled,  but  join 
a  trade  union  at  once.  .   Yours,  etc.,

Sir,— The  editorial  article  in  the  C.  (£•  D.,  May  17,  p.  58, 
on  the  Trade  Board  problem  certainly  clears  up  to  a  large 
extent  the  point  raised  in  my  letter  {C.  dt  />.,  May  17, 
p.  70),  as  there  are  very  few  businesses  in  which  tlie 
qualified  assistant  does  not  take  his  turn  at  the  counter, 
and  even  if  he  did  sf^  only  at  meal-times  and  for  relief 
duty  it  would  bring  him  under  such  a  narrow  definition  as' 
seems  to  be  intended.  In  this  case  the  only  ones  excluded 
'*would_  be  the  qualified  dispensers  in  large  stores  whore 
the  dispensing  department  is  distinctly  separated  from  the 
retail  counter.  Doctors'  dispensers,  whether  qualified  or 
not,  will  presumably  not  be  included  as  not  being  engaged 
in  trade,  and  if  there  is  any  regulation  for  shorter  hours 
for  chemists  it  may  still  further  throw  the  dispensing  into 
the  doctors'  hands.

Sir, — Representatives  of  various  trade  unions  have  re- 
peatedly Claimed  the  authority  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
ior  the  statement  ttiat  such  an  organisation  as  the  National 
Association  of  (Jliemists'  Assistants  would  not  be  recognised 
in  the  formation  of  an  Industrial  Council.  The  following 
letter  finally  disposes  of  that  statement : 
Ministry  of  Labour, 
Montagu  House, 

Whitehall,  London,  S.W., 

May  14,  1919. 

Gentlemen, — I  am  directed  by  the  Minister  of  Labour 
to  refer  to  your  letter  of  the  k!3rd  April,  regarding  the 
question  of  representation  upon  Joint  Industrial  Coun- 
cils, and,  in  reply,  to  refer  you  to  the  answer  given  by 
the  Whitley  Committee  to  Question  3  in  the  Appendix 
to  their  first  Report  on  page  18  of  Industrial  Reports, 
No.  1,  enclosed  herewith. 

In  carrying  out  the  work  of  sotting  up  Joint  Industrial 
Councils  with  which  he  has  been  entrusted  by  the  Govern- 
ment, I  am  to  say  that  the  Minister  of  Labour  has  given 
no  ruling  upon  the  question  at  issue,  but  has  followed 
the  policy  of  allowing  the  industry  concerned  to  settle, 
according  to  its  circumstances,  the  precise  interpretation 
to  bo  placed  upon  the  recommendations  of  the  Whitley 
Committee,  and  to  determine  the  allocation  of  seats  ujion 
a  Council  as  between  the  various  Associations  claiming 
to  bo  represented,  always  provided  that  the  Council, 
when  formed,  must  be  broadly  representative  of  the 
industry  as  a  whole  before  it  can  be  accorded  recogni- 
tion, on  behalf  of  the  Government,  as  the  joint  body 
entitled  to  speak  in  future  on  behalf  of  the  industry.

Legally  defined,  our  Association  is  an  rmregistered  trade 
union,  and  the  above  letter  not  only  makes  it  clear  that 
the  Minister  of  Labour  leaves  the  question  of  representa- 
tion to  the  industry  itself,  but  also  shows  that  an  Indus- 
trial Council  which  did  not  give  representation  to  any 
representative  body  of  employes  would  thereby  weaken  its 
own  cliances  of  securing  recognition  by  the  Government.

Sir,— On  May  15  I  and  many  other  non-proprietor  phar- 
macists and  ciRniists'  assistants  attended  a  mooting  in  Bir- 
mingliam  of  a-ssistants  oalkd  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Sir  William  Glyn-Jones,  in  the  course  of  his  speech,  stated 
that  "we  ought  to  be  grateful  to  our  masters"  for  giving 
us  the  opportunity  to  obtain  his  advice  and  such  direction 
as  ho  was  able  to  give,  bound  as  ho  was  by  his  pledges 
to  the  Society  and  other  persons  interested.  Resentment 
was  shown  at  this  statement  on  the  grounds  that  the  meeting 
was  called  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  of  which  a  large 
number  present  were  members,  Sir  William  thereupon  re- 
tortid  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  represented  "  our 
masters,"  but  if  wo  objected  to  that  word  he  would  substi- 
tute the  word  "  employers."  If  this  is  the  case,  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  confesses  that  it  does  not  represent 
pharmacy  a«  a  whole.  Questions  asked  at  the  vclose  of  the 
address  tended  to  show — 

(1)  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  will  not  give  the 
assistants  the  same  backing  as  they  have  already  given 
the  employers. 

(2)  That  while  a  Trade  Board  might  not  be  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  assistants,_  it  wovild  be  equally  detrimental 
to  the  employers.  Therefore  the  employers  desire  the 
assistants  represented  on  the  Industrial  Council,  but  if  the 
assistants  a_re  not  united  enough,  and  properly  represented 
a  powerful  employers'  association  might  easily  override 
a.  weak  amalgamation  of  employes'  associations. 

It  is,  therefore,  a  moot  point  which  would  turn  out  the  best 
course  to  pursue  unless  the  assistants  and  non-proprietor 
pharmiicists  wake  up  and  join  an  association  at  once  and 
make  the  total  representation  of  their  associations  powerful 
enough  to  meet  the  employers  on  equal  terms.  Sir  William 
Glyn-Jones  made  it  quite  clear  that  it  is  not  of  much  con- 
sequence which  association  or  union  an  assistant  joins;  the 
thing  is  to  join  something,  and  at  once. — Yours,  etc.,

Sir,— Adverting  to  "  Xrayser  II.'s  "  comments  on  Mr. 
C.  T.  Allen's  excellent  paper  on  "The  cost  of  dispensing," 
I  am  surprised  that  he  should  say  that  the  system  in 
vogue  fifty  years  ago  is  preferable  to  that  advocated  by 
Mr.  Allen.  The  ancient  method,  of  charging  for  proscrip- 
tions according  to  the  size  of  the  bottle  and  the  size  of  the 
dose,  irrespective  of  content,  is  not  only  unbusinesslike,  but 
unfair  to  the  patient,  who  of  course  must  get  some  con- 
sideration. I  have  found  a  compromise  between  the  fiat 
rate  of  "  Xrayser  II."  and  the  scientific  method  recom- 
mended by  Mr.  Allen  the  most  s^atisfactory,  although  re- 
cently I  agreed  to  the  scheme  of  the  North  Irish  Pharma- 
cists' Association  (for  the  sake  of  uniformity)  until  some- 
thing better  is  produced.      Truly  yours,

Sir, — Judging  from  your  correspondence  column.s,  it 
would  appear  that  jNIr.  C.  T.  Allen's  paper  on  dispensing 
prices  is  a  novelty  to  many  chemists.  Such  a  system  was 
in  use  over  twenty  years  -ago  in  the  company  1  was  then 
with — Day's  Southern  Drug  Co.,  Ltd. — and  I  only  destroyed 
a  copy  of  their  "Tariff  of  Prices  for  Dispensing"  some 
six^  months  ago.  I  must  have  priced  some  thousands  of 
scripts  by  its  use  during  the  seven  years  I  was  employed 
there.  I  recollect  the  minimum  wa,s  jf?.,  not  Id.,  for  each 
ingredient  in  a  mixture,  and,  if  memory  serves  aright,  9cZ. 
a  fixed  minimum  for  a  6-oz.  bottle  of  medicine.  At  any 
rate,  we  charged  pills  at  5d.  per  dozen,  9d.  for  twenty- 
four,  coating  extra.  It  has  always  struck  me  as  the  fairest 
and  most  honest  way,  both  to  the  chemist  and  the  public, 
to  charge  by  such  a  system  instead  of  the  antiquatocl 
"  doses  "  method.

The  Dental  Society  of  Ireland  has  deter- 
mined to  join  hands  with  the  English  Society  in  opposing 
any  attempt  at  curtailing  its  members  in  their  business, 
as  is  contemplated  by  the  recommendations  of  the  Den- 
tists Act  Committee,  which  would  be  a  gross  injustice, 
being  not  according  to  custom.  .  .  .

Argent  (131/63)  asks  what  is  tlie  differeucc  between 
'■gross"  and  "net"  personalty  in  relation  to  the  estates 
of  deceased  persons.  [The  amount  shown  as  "gross"  per- 
sonalty represents  the  whole  of  the  deceased's  property  othor 
tban  real  estate,  whereas  in  tlie  case  of  "  net"  personalty  the 
amount  of  the  debts  and  funeral  expenses  has  been  deducted.] 

-1.  ir.  <£■  Co.  (135/4). — HE.4D  AND  Nerve  Powder  is  not  a 
dutiable  title  under  tho  Medicine  Stamp  Acts.  The  use  of 
the  expression  "  safe  and  sure  *'  implies  that  the  powder  is 
a  sure  cure  for  some  ailment,  and  this  would  probably  be 
construed  into  a  liability  to  medicine-stamp  duty.  If  you 
claim  any  trade-mark  rights  in  the  Bkie  Cross,"  and 
apiily  it  to  this  article  alone,  liability  is  also  incurred. 

M.  P.  S.  1.  (151/62)  and  McB.  <£■  Co.  (151/63).--The  by- 
law to  be  made  under  Section  4  (6)  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  refers  to  apothecaries'  assistants  who 
ivre  qualified  under  the  Apothecaries  Act,  1815.  It  has 
nothing  to  do  with  apothecaries'  assistants  who  have 
obtained  the  certificate  of  the  Apotkiecaries'  Hall,  Dublin, 
nor  with  reciprocal  relations  between  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland. 

License  (159/9). — Licensed  Valuee. — An  appraiser's  and 
house  agent's  licence  costs  21.  from  the  local  Excise  office, 
and  is  available  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Tlie  licence 
expires  on  July  5  of  each  year,  and  is  not  i.ssu&d  for  parts 
of  a  year.  A  penalty  of  60/.  is  imposed  upon  any  person 
who  acts  as  an  appraiser  without  a  licence,  but  a  person 
not  following  the  business  of  an  appraiser  who  in  a  single 
instance  makf.s  a  valuation  for  the  guidance  and  informa- 
tion of  the  person  employing  him,  is  not  required  to  tako 
cut  a  licence.  The  auctioneer's  licence,  which  costs  10?., 
includes  the  appnaiscr's  and  house  agent's  licence. 

It.  F.  (141/31). — Sale  of  Carbolic  Preparations. — If  the 
preparation  referred  to  contains  less  than  3  per  cent,  of 
carbolic  acid  it  comes  within  the  restrictions  as  to  labelling, 
etc.,  mentioned  in  Section  5  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1908.  Of  this  strength  tho  preparation  may  be  sold  by 
other  persons  than  registei'ed  chemists.  If  the  preparation 
contains  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  carbolic  acid  it  may 
also  be  sold  by  persons  who  are  not  registered  chemists  if 
it  is  for  use  as  sheep-wash  or  for  any  other  purpose  in  con- 
nection with  agriculture  or  horticulture,  provided  it  is 
labelled  with  the  word  '"  Poisonous,"  the  name  and  address 
of  the  seller,  and  a  notice  of  the  special  purposes  for  which 
this  preparation  is  intended.  The  other  articles  you  mention 
have  no  restrictions  upon  their  s.ale  in  preparations.

Alpha  (115/47).— Cow  Drench  for  Stomach  Founder  and 
Ql'DDING. — The  sample  you  send  contains  aromatic  spirit  of 
ammonia,  some  methylated  spirit,  and  a  sinall  amount  of 
vegetable  extractive,  which  is  probably  ginger.  There  a,re 
uo  mineral  constituents. 

D.  C.  (123/72). —Rheumatic  Oils.— This  sample  appears  to 
consist  of  a  solution  of  oleo-resin  of  capsicum  in  oil  of 
turpentine,  with  a  small  proportion  of  methyl  salicylate.

You  could  also  apply  petrol  with  a  cloth  and  afterwards 
leave  the  car  out  in  the  open  air  to  ensure  the  evaporation 
of  the  petrol.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago. 

Reprinted  from  "The  Chemist  and  Draggist,"  May  15,  1869. 


From  an  Australian  Chemist. 

"  I  wish  to  know  if  I  am  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a 
•  chemist  and  druggist,'  and  will,  as  briefly  as  possible, 
state  my  case.  In  1859.  I  commenced  learning  the  business 
under  my  father's  tuition,  remained  with  him  till  1860, 
came  to '  London,  and  in  July  of  that  year  passed  the 
assistant's  or  dispenser's  examination  at  the  Apothecaries' 
Society,  in  my  certificate  of  which  the  Court  of  Examiners — 
consisting  of  the  following  gentlemen,  viz.  :  William  Dickin- 
son, W.  P.  Brodribb,  Richard  H.  Robertson,  Robert 
Norton,  Richard  King,  J.  Peregrine,  Robert  H.  iSempIo, 
Wm.  G.  Thistleton  Dyer,  Charles  Taylor,  Thomas  R. 
Wheeler,  Henry  Mortimer  Rowden,  John  Randall,  Alfred 
M.  Randall— pronounced  me  duly  qualified  to  '  comi>ound 
and  dispense  medicines.'  From  that  time  until  October. 
1864,  I  iwas  engaged  as  dispenser  to  several  firms  in  tho 
West-end  of  Loudon,  the  last  year  under  the  worthy  Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society— G.  W.  iSaudford,  Esq- 
I  then  came  out  here,  and  after  managing  a  business  for  a 
few  month"!,  I  eventually  settled  down  as  a  '  chemist  and 
druggist  '  in  -September.  1865.  Now,  after  eleven  years  in 
the  trade,  three  of  which  I  have  spent  in  business  as  a 
dispensing  chemist  on  my  own  account,  I  find  that  unless 
a  more  liberal  interpretation  is  put  upon  the  Act  than  at 
present,  should  I  return  to  Great  Britain,  1  should  be 
under  the  necessity  of  passing  the  Minor  examination  at 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  pay  a  fee  of  5/.  5.s.  beforo 
being  allowed  the  liberty  of  following  the  busmess  whicli 
I  am  now  doing,  and  which  I  .should  have  been  allowed  to 
do  ;7  /  had  onlii  stai/cd  in  Fnaland.  This  last  is  the  sole 
reason  why  I  am  excluded,  and  I  think  you  would  be  doing 
an  act  of'  justice  to  many  members  of  the  trade  if  you 
would  assist  me  in  showing  up  the  inconsistency  of  the  Act 
in  this  particular."
